Honda's’ Freddie Spencer parked his 
four-cylinder works bike and raced 
an updated version of last year’s 
three-cylinder to victory in the 500cc 
class of the July 8 Belgian GP at Spa. 
Randy Mamola (Hon) and Raymond 
Roche (Hon) followed Spencer with 
series points leader Eddie Lawson 
(Yam) fourth. Spencer’s margin of 
victory was six seconds over Mamola. 
With three rounds to go, Lawson 
holds a 20-point margin over Spencer, 
107 to 87, with Mamola third at 81 
points. The 250cc GP win went to 
Manfred Herweh (Rea). Team Marl- 
boro Roberts’ Alan Carter (Yam) fin- 
ished 23rd after starting 36th while 
20th qualifier Wayne Rainey (Yam) 
DNF. 


Michele Rinaldi (Suz) won both 
motos in the July 8 125cc MX GP 
in France. Corrado Maddii (Cag) 
followed Rinaldi in both motos for 
a 2-2 tally with Dietmar Lacher 
(Hon) third overall at 3-4. Maddii, 
with 214 points, leads the stand- 
ings over Kees van der Ven (KTM) 
at 196. Van der Ven was 7-3 on 
the day. 


Thierry Michaud (Fan) won the July 
l Austrian round of the world Cham- 
pionship Observed Trials Series. 
Philippe Berlatier (Ita), at 47 marks 
lost, was three marks off Michaud’s 
winning score. Eddy Lejeune (Hon), 
the series points leader, was third 
with a 50-mark score. American Ber- 
nie Schreiber (SWM) finished sixth. 


Camel Pro Series dirt tracker Steve 
Morehead is ready to do a bit of 
four-wheel dirt track racing. More- 
head has been offered a ride in a 
sprint car when his schedule per- 
mits. ‘There are three tracks rela- 
tively close to my home in Findlay 
(Ohio) which run a regular Friday 
through Sunday World of Outlaws 
schedule so that when I’m not ata 
National I'll be trying my hand at 
driving a sprinter,” said Morehead. 
“If you want to get your eyeballs 
pushed back into your head all you 
have to do is stand on the gas.” 


Eddy Lejeune (Hon) and Thierry 
Michaud (Fan) continued their duel 
for the World Championship Ob- 
served Trials Series crown on July 8 
in Italy with Lejeune dropping 46 for 
the win over Michaud’s 55-mark score. 
Lejeune leads the standings with 180 
points to Michaud’s 172. America’s 
former World Champion, Bernie 
Schreiber, who finished fifth, holds 
third in the point standings at 126. 


Terry Cunningham (Hus) dropped 
29 points on his way to winning 
the July 8 National Championship 
Enduroin Athens, Ohio. Mike Mel- 
ton (Hus) finished second with a 





loss of 39 points followed by Randy 
Kline (C-A) and Fritz Kadlec (Hus) 
at 46, with series point leader 
Kevin Hines (Hus) fifth overall at 
47 points. Jim Robson (Hus) won 
the High Point A award with a 49- 
point loss.

Team Harley loaners

Various riders are slated to ride the ill Jay Springsteen's factory 
Harley-Davidson dirt trackers. The rider at each race will depend on 
the location of the track and the type of event. 

During a phone conversation with Cycle News, Harley team man- 
ager Clyde Denzer said, “We are working with several physicians on 
Jay's condition and a possible cure. It is something that will probably 
take more than a week or two to resolve. We're going to play it on a 
week-to-week basis and see what happens.” 

If Springsteen is not able to complete, a rider will be drafted at the 
race site. ‘Mickey Fay is our first choice on the lightweight bike (the 
thumper); he’s been using the same frame on his bike as we use. 
We're starting to get a feel for the changes he needs, it’s pretty easy 
for Bill Werner to set up the bike for him,” said Denzer. However, at 
some events, there may not be enough time to get a rider before the 
race, especially if Springsteen is feeling better. ‘‘At St. Louis, it was 
four minutes before 11:00 when we told Fay he could ride the bike. 
Practice started at 11:00, so he did some scurrying to get the bars 
and so on changed. He looked like he would qualify from the Last 


Chance race until he crashed.”’ 


At the Lima, Ohio, Half Mile National, Team Harley road racer Gene 
Church rode the XR750. “We're looking into the future, further than 
just next year,” Denzer said. ‘“We thought it would be good to give 
someone who hasn't ridden dirt track for a while a chance to see how 
he could do. Gene rode the bike like a road racer would, he didn’t 
pitch it into the corners. He didn’t make the program, but was excited 


about the ride.” 


The mysterious illness that has caused Springer havoc over the last 
couple years is still with him. The last race he rode was the May short 
track at San Jose, where he finished second, then became ill shortly 
after the race. Maybe, with the numerous doctors helping the Harley 
teamster, the illness will be cured. The current task is to diagnose the 
problem; only then can something be done. 


Lechien finished the first moto at 
Unadilla and displayed a pair of 
rock-battered hands. “The rocks 
are terrible out there,” said 
Lechien, ‘‘and | kept getting a ring- 
ing noise in my helmet due to all of 
the rocks hitting it. | couldn’t hear 
anything for a while.” 


Honda’s Danny “Magoo” Chandler 
made his return to racing at Unadilla 
after recovering from a cracked col- 
larbone, but was still not in top form. 
“We thought Danny was ready,” said 
his tuner, Eric Crippa, “but he didn’t 
have enough energy left to finish 
both motos. We plan on spending a 
few weeks in New York riding the 
local tracks to get Danny into a win- 
ning groove, and will hit the Bing- 
hamton (New York) National MX on 
July 22.” 


Wheelie King Doug Domokos broke 
Tilson Shumate’s long-distance 
wheelie record, going 145 miles 
on one wheel at Talladega Interna- 
tional Speedway on June 27, ac- 
cording to his manager Jeff Im- 
mediato. Domokos made runs of 
145, 143 and 139 miles during 
two days at the Alabama super 
speedway, riding an XR500 Honda 
four-stroke. Immediato said that 
the run was made just in time for 
inclusion in this year’s edition of 
the Guinness Book of World 
Records, and that the bike will be 
displayed in the Guinness Museum 
in the Empire State Building. All 
runs were videotaped, and an AMA 
official was present, said Immedi- 
ato. 


The BLM has called for nominations 
for five spots on the California Desert 
District Advisory Council.

The 
measure mandates helmets for 
motorcycle passengers under the 
age of 15 and a half years, on 
streets and highways.

Team Hammer won the July 7

There are so many aspects to 
the annual Champion Spark 
Plug 200 at Laguna Seca this 
year that it boggles the mind to 
a degree. 

Perhaps foremost is that it will 
probably be the last ride in motorcy- 
cle racing for Kenny Roberts. 

It has been stated several times that 
this will be his swan-song in motor- 
cycling. It also seems fitting that it 
end in Monterey, where King Kenny 
has won a record six times since 1974. 

The July 21-22 weekend also finds 
another classic confrontation 
between Roberts and Freddie 
Spencer. It will be the first time in 
two years these two have been on the 
Laguna Seca track together. In 1982 











they each won one of the two legs of 
the event. 

Spencer was not entered in ‘83 due 
to a most difficult decision that had 
to be made. Pass Laguna and give his 
crew two additional weeks to rebuild 
and tune for the 500cc World Road 
Racing Championship title — or 
stop everything and go halfway 
around the world at the race in Cali- 
fornia. 

Yamaha’s Eddie Lawson finds him- 
self in the same position this year and 
like Spencer will pass the event in 
quest of his first world racing title. 

Added spice is the fact that Ran- 
dy Mamola will be back. Randy has 
switched to Honda this year and has 
won the Monterey event two of the 
last three years. At present he is third- 
ranked rider in the world standings, 
and was the leading point rider in the 
English Match Race Series, winning 
three of the six races and topping 
both Spencer and Roberts. 

Not to be overlooked is the addi- 
tion of seven other riders that have 
won AMA National road races: Wes 
Cooley, Rich Schlachter Mike 
Baldwin, Miles Baldwin, Nick 
Richichi, Gregg Smrz and the old 
pro, Dave Aldana. All are confirmed 
entries. 

Richichi will ride a Yamaha 
TZ750 and Aldana has selected a 
Suzuki RG500. The rest of the former 
champs will ride the Honda RS500 
triples. 

The event is very important to 
Honda. Harley-Davidson, Kawasa- 
ki, Suzukiand Yamaha have won the 
event that dates back to 1972. Honda 
has yet to win the “200,” that is the 
only road race on the Camel Pro Ser- 
ies circuit that is run in two segments. 

Laguna Seca is a publicly owned 
facility. It is controlled by a 25-man 
Board of Directors, which has done a 
fantastic job in improving the facil- 
ity in recent years. Overall, it is prob- 
ably the best anywhere in the U.S. 


If I had to guess I would say that 
more than 80,000 people will be on 
hand for the Sunday Spencer/Ro- 
berts run-off. More than half that 
total will fill the hillsides for the 
Saturday evént and a third of the 
Sunday crowd will be parking and 
getting a camping spot during the 
practice sessions on Friday. 

They say they ran out of tickets last 
year during the Sunday events. The 
crowds, at least to me, seem to have 
doubled each year for the past two or 
three years. 

The estimate in ‘83 was that there 
were more street bikes in the parking 
area than at any other track, any- 
where. I believe that because it is 
great road riding to the track from 
any direction anywhere in the west. 

So it is goodbye Roberts and wel- 
come back Spencer this time around. 
The 32-year-old Roberts and the 22- 
year-old Spencer match up for the 
final time in the sport that made 
them both world champions and both 
millionaires. 

They have left their mark all over 
the world in recent years and the only 
argument seems to be which one is 
the best road racer in the world? 

They ran 1-2 at Daytona last March 
but Laguna is a no-pitstop, all-out, 
full-bore effort from start to finish 
both times out. Wouldn’t it be nice to 
see Freddie and Kenny run a trouble- 
free race all the way in the last Hon- 
da/Yamaha clash in America until 
next year at Daytona? 

In passing it should also be noted 
that American riders have won every 
Grand Prix 500 final in Europe since 
mid-August of 1982. That’s well over 
20 straight as of this date. Not too 
shabby for four guys that started out 
as dirt trackers and went on to become 
the most dominant road racers the 
world has ever seen from one nation.

Drugs and racing 


I am writing this note in apprecia- 
tion of the recent Cycle News article 
on Drugs and Racing authored by 
Keith Code.

I am a 26-year-old businessman, 
fairly successful. I have performed in 
vitually every type of team and indi- 
vidual sport or activity extensively. I 





well as a Porsche 930 Turbo. Each 
had seen considerable time on the 
Angeles Crest Highway. Although 
the 930 is close, nothing I have ever 
been involved with supplies me with 
the feeling of an accelerating motor- 
cycle, or a motorcycle banked over in 
a turn at Willow Springs or River- 
side. Being a new racer though, I 
have just recently decided to try to 
become competitive in motorcycle 
racing. 

As I sat in my chair, high, late one 
Wednesday night I began my cus- 
tomary reading of Cycle News and 
much to my surprise I came upon 
Keith Code’s article. The article in- 
trigued me, and being fairly bright it 
became evident to me that if I intended 
to be a competitive racer, and more 
importantly, a safe racer my habits 
had to change. This is not an easy 
evaluation for me to make as I have 
been getting high for the better part 
of six years. 

In the article Keith speaks of fat 
cells storing toxins and in stressful 
situations the body will release these 
same toxins into the body. This reac- 
tion can cause a rider to lose that fine 
edge. I began to relate that fine edge 
not only to motorcycles, but to my 
everyday stressful business activities. 
The answer seemed clear. 

The message is crystal clear to me 
now. And habits have been drasti- 
cally altered in my life. It hasn’t been 
easy nor do I expect anything in life 
worthwhile to be easy: If I am to be 
the best person I can be in life and on 
the racetrack, I am not going to 
endanger those I care about, like all 
the other racers on the track with me. 
It is up to me to change! And it is 
up to you, the readers! Motorcy- 
clists have a common bond and I for 
one care about that bond.

Lechien rules as 
Americans sweep 


Unadilla

NEW BERLIN, NY, JULY 8 


Honda’s Ron Lechien will have his name 
etched in the FIM record books after becom- 
ing the youngest rider ever to win a 250cc 
MX GP, leading a thundering parade by 


Americans to the top six posi- 
tions at Unadilla Valley Sport 
Center. Lechien, 17, put the 
best in the world to rest via a 
2-1 moto tally, topping teammate 
Bob Hannah and Suzuki's Mark Bar- 
nett. Team Tamm’s Alan King, Yam- 
aha’s Keith Bowen and Bettencourt’s 
Honda-sponsored Jo Jo Keller nabbed 
the next three spots, with Belgian 
Marc Velkeneers the top European at 
seventh overall on the factory Gilera. 

Barnett battled his way past Han- 





nah and Lechien in the waning laps 
of moto one and collected the win, 
then led off the gate in moto two in 
what looked to be a run to the finish. 
Brake Gremlins slowed Barnett before 
the halfway mark and threw the 
lead over to Hannah. Lechien then 
sliced to the frontand held off Hannah 
for the remainder of the race. Lechien’s 
second moto win combined with his 
first moto second place gave him the 
overall, while Hannah finished second 
overall. 

KTM’s Heinz Kinigadner, the cur- 





rent series point leader, put together 
an 8-10 finish for ninth overall behind 
Frenchman Jacky Vimond on a 
Yamaha. Austrian Kinigadner heads 
back to Europe with an even more 
commanding lead over Englishman 
Jeremy Whatley, 194 to 149. Unadilla 
marked Kinigadner’s first time back 
riding since he sustained a serious 
knee injury in the West German 
round, and he “was riding in much 
pain.” Whatley failed to score points 
in either moto. 

Hannah, too, was back for the first 
time since breaking his right wrist at 
the Atlanta National some eight weeks 
ago, and had the wrist heavily taped. 
The cast came off less than two weeks 
ago, and Hannah noted that “Una- 
dilla, as rough as the track is, is not 
the best place to try to come back.” 

In timed practice sessions Sunday 
morning, which were greeted by 
sunny conditions and a grass-laden 
track surface heavily watered by rains 
the day before, Barnett clipped to the 
fastest one-lap time of two minutes 
and 24.171 seconds, and got first pick 
on the starting gate. Lechien at 
2:24.586, Hannah at 2:25.628, and 
Keller with 2:25.698 followed. Barnett 
rode a mostly-production Suzuki 
RM250, with the addition of a works 
cylinder and front disc brake. 

The crowd, estimated at 13,000 by 
promoter Ward Robinson, watched 
as the gate fell for the first of two 
45-minute-plus-two-lap motos. King, 
Hannah and Keller took to the front, 
with Honda’s Danny ‘‘Magoo’”’ 
Chandler making his return to com- 
petition after a layoff and holding 
fourth over Lechien. 








Barnett, while he got a good drive 
off the gate, was mid-pack. “I got 
pushed off the track,” said Barnett, 
“and I think Lechien or Chandler 
caused it. By the time I got back on I 
was about 12th.” 

By the end of lap two, Hannah was 
cleanly in the lead as King tried in 
vain to make up the difference: 
Lechien held a tight third over Keller; 
Chandler, Vimond and Barnett. 

Through lap seven Hannah was in 
complete command; Lechien was up 
to second a full five seconds behind, 
with Barnett another six seconds back: 
King kept a solid fourth over Keller, 
Vimond and Kinigadner. On laps 
eight and nine Hannah began to lose 
ground to Lechien, with Barnett try- 
ing to close the gap. Chandler had 
dropped out. 

By lap 11 it became a three-way 
confrontation: Barnett rapidly short- 
ened the deficit and rolled in behind 
Lechien. “I was slowly reeling in 
Hannah and Lechien, and then I was 
right up on them. I think I surprised 
them both,” said Barnett. “I went 
right on past and into the lead. It 
seemed pretty easy after that, and I 
pulled out a nice lead right way.” 

‘$y plan was to wait in behind 
Hannah and pass later on,” said 
Lechien, “but I waited too long. I 
was just keeping a good pace and 
thought Barnett was just staying even! 
He came on pretty strong all of a 
sudden and got by both of us.” 

Hannah, however, managed to 
drive into the lead once more a lap 
later, but it was short-lived: Barnett 
railed past on lap 13 and pulled away 
to the win while Lechien managed to 














ago. He rode outstanding, finishing second overall with a 3-2 ride. 


drop Hannah to third. King, Keller, 
Velkeneers and Bowwn trailed at the 
finish. 

“Tt was the best I could do,” said 
Hannah. “Barnett and Lechien hada 
little more to give than I did. Basi- 
cally my arms are tired — I haven't 
been able to do anything training- 
wise for two months. It’s nearly impos- 
sible to go 100 percent for over 45 
minutes since I’m not in shape.”’ 

Keller sported a nasty bump on his 
forehead. “Chandler roosted me with 
a baseball-sized rock,” said Keller, 
“and it nearly knocked me out. My 
goggles got messed up and I couldn’t 

` see very well. I couldn’t get much of a 
rhythm going, but I hope to get 
going in the second moto.” 

Heron Suzuki’s Whatley finished 
out of the points at 17th. “I had a bit 
of trouble getting up one of the large 
hills,” said Whatley. “I lost my con- 
centration and fell down. This isn’t 
my kind of going — when we get 
back to Europe I will be back on the 
tracks I ride best on. I hope to make 
up some points on Kinigadner in the 
final rounds.” 

Keller launched into the lead as 
moto two got underway, with Han- 
nah, Barnett, King and Dutchman 
Gert-Jan Van Doorn mixing it up 
behind. Lechien had anything but a 
clean start. “Two guys ran into me 
heading into the first corner,” said 
Lechien, “and I was stuck in the 
middle of the show — about 15th. I 
teally had to get on the gas.” 

After a lap and a half Barnett left 
Keller and Hannah scrapping for 
Second and pulled away. King and 
Van Doorn held fourth and fifth, 
while Lechien was already cruising 
in sixth a few bikelengths back. 

By lap five, Barnett appeared well 
on his way and was opening up his 
lead over Keller and Hannah by nearly 
asecond per lap. On lap six, however, 
Barnett began to slow, peering down 
at the right side of his bike. Halfway 











into the lap Barnett pulled off the 
track and examined the rear brake 
assembly; the brake cable had broken 
at the lever pivot and Barnett watched 
five riders go by. 

Keller inherited the lead and held 
for a half lap, then Hannah assumed 
control. “My rear shock had gone 
away,” said Keller. “I was heading 
downhill and the bike pitched me 
over the bars. That set me way back.” 

As Hannah took the helm Lechien 
swiftly forged closer. King held third 
over Bowen, with Barnett back aboard 
for fifth over Keller, Velkeneers and 
Vimond. 

On lap 12 Lechien made his move. 
“Icame up on Hannah and seemed to 
get by pretty easy,” said Lechien. “He 
was charging and I expected him to 
fight back. He did for a while, but 
then I think he just got tired and I got 
away from him.” 

By the time Lechien took the check- 
ered flag, he had put Hannah nearly 
15 seconds in arrears. King followed 
for a close third over Bowen, Barnett, 
Keller, Velkeneers and Vimond. 

“This feels great!” said Lechien, 
“especially to do it in front of all the 
crazy people they always get here. 
There’s definitely nothing like Una- 
dilla. I’m really happy to win a GP, 
and I'd like to give credit to my tuner, 
Chris Haines, for doing a super job.” 

“T managed to hold Lechien off for 
quite a while,” King said, “then I 
held him in my sight for a long time. 
I relaxed more in the second moto so I 
did better; I was fighting the bike too 
much in the mud ruts in the first 
moto. But there’s still a big difference 
between my basically stock Honda 
and the works bikes Lechien and 
Hannah have. It shows up even more 
on rough tracks like this.” 

Kinigadner’s 10th in moto two 
didn’t come easily. “I fell heading up 
a hill,” said Kinigadner, “and I hurt 
my left leg. Now I have the same 
amount of pain in the left as the 
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Team Tamm’‘s John Whelchel captured his first win after joining the 
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squad, winning the 500cc Support class. Mickey Kessler finished second.

right. I was completely dead by the 
end of the moto. I will be happy to get 
back to Europe — the tracks are 
much easier. This track is very hard 
to ride, since it is like a stadium track 
with all of the bumpy sections. Europe 
has much faster and smoother courses. 
I like those better, and I need to keep 
making points to stay in front of 
Whatley.” 


500cc Support 


A pair.of Honda riders, Montgom- 
ery Cycle’s Mickey Kessler and Team 
Tamm’s John Whelchel, were clearly 
a cut above the rest in 500cc Support 
class action. Kessler emerged as the 
winner in moto one after dicing with 
Whelchel and leading most of the 
laps. Whelchel crashed toward the 
end, then mounted another charge 
that Kessler managed to suppress. 
Husqvarna’s Micky Dymond, riding 
a single-shock machine, kept third 
from lap three on, with teammate 
Andy Stacy finishing fourth over 
Yamaha Support rider Pete Snorteland. 

Kessler and Whelchel went at it 
again early in moto two, with 
Dymond running a distant third. 
Whelchel passed Kessler before the 
end of the second lap and set off ona 
race of his own, pulling ahead another 
second or two on each succeeding 
lap. Kessler settled into a secure second 
over Dymond, Snorteland, Honda of 











Canada’s Mike Harnden and Dutch- 
ess Recreational Vehicle-sponsored 
Kurt McMillen. Whelchel cruised 
home for an “easy” win and overall, 
with Kessler, Dymond, Snorteland, 
Harnden and McMillen following. 
“This is my first win since joining 
Team Tamm,” said Whelchel, “and I 
feel great! I had to work hard in the 
first moto after I crashed, but moto 
two was much better.” e

Goss socks it 
to ’em in St. Louis

ST. LOUIS, MO, JULY 7 

Defending Grand National Champion Randy 
Goss ran away with the Busch-sponsored St. 
Louis Short Track as he led all but the 
opening lap of the 25-lap race in Busch

Stadium Saturday night. Join- 
ing Goss in winner’s circle were 
runner-up Doug Chandler of 
Team Honda and third-place 
finisher Scott Parker, like Goss a 
member of the Harley-Davidson 
factory team. 

Although three Camel Pro Series 
races have been rained out and re- 
scheduled for upcoming weekends, 
the St. Louis event officially marked 
the end of the first half of '84 Camel 
Pro Series competition. Goss, hoping 
to move into the point lead and grab 
the $10,000 that would go to the man 
in that position at the end of the 
night, picked up 20 points for the 
win, but fell nine points shy of 
Honda’s Ricky Graham who finished 
fifth behind fourth-place finisher 
Randy Green. Graham now leads 
Goss 131 to 122, while Scott Parker 
strengthened his hold on third place 
in the point standings and now has 
111. 

“Racing is like riding a roller- 
coaster,” said Goss after the race. “It 
has its ups and downs. Even though 
I’m second in the point standings 
and finished third last weekend in the 
Lima Half Mile, I fell I've been in a 
slump. I hope tonight’s win changes 
all that.” 

Three-time Grand National Cham- 
pion Jay Springsteen was a no-show 
once again. At Harley-Davidson’s in- 
sistence, Springsteen underwent yet 
another physical examination last 
week in an attempt to diagnose and 
perhaps establish a program which 
would enable the Michiganite to lick 
the mysterious stomach ailment that 
has put him on the sidelines more 
often than not recently. According to 
a Harley-Davidson spokesman, 
Springer was told the problem is men- 
tal and he is now seeing a psychiatrist 
who hopes to help him control his 
nerves which are triggering the release 
of stomach acids, mostly just prior to 
races. 

Also missing from the Moolah 
Shrine Temple-promoted event was 
the sixth-fastest qualifier, Terry 
Poovey. Poovey had stuffed Honda's 
Bubba Shobert into the haybales dur- 
ing a practice session and following 
time trials Shobert confronted his fel- 
low Texan. According to an eyewit- 
ness, Shobert put a headlock on Poo- 
vey and when the pair hit the ground 
Shobert’s knee broke Poovey’s sun- 
glasses. Poovey suffered a cut eye and 
was taken to a nearby hospital for 
treatment. He returned to the sta- 
dium just after the racing ended. 
Shobert was fined $1000 by the AMA 





and was obviously depressed over the 
results of the altercation. He requested 
and received permission from AMA 
officials to skip the event's 
opening ceremonies. 


Time Trials 

Oklahoman Ronnie Jones, winner 
of the 1980 Houston Short Track 
National, was the fastest qualifier of 
the 71 Experts who took turns racing 
the clock. Jones, aboard the Mega- 
cycle/Knight Frames/Shoei/Warren 
H-D-sponsored Harley-Davidson, was 
clocked by timer Gil Dosmegan at 
15.231 seconds. Second fastest was 


Shobert at 15.288. YE 
Rounding out the top 10 qualifi- 


ers were Graham, Tom Maitland, 
Chandler, Poovey, Peter Hook, Pete 
Hames, Mike Garrison and Alex Jor- 
gensen. 

The cut-off time was 16.934 and 
that was turned in by the 60th and 
final qualifier, Mike Farley. 

The track, which was constructed 
on top of Busch Stadium’s newly 
installed Astroturf by Harold Mur- 
rell, “slowed” during time trials and 
those who drew high numbers didn’t 
have a chance against those who 
timed early. 

“My motel room number here in 
St. Louis is 116,” said fast qualifier 
Jones, who carries National number 
16, “and when I drew 16 for qualify- 
ing I knew Lady Luck was with me.” 


Heats 

Six 10-lap Expert heats were sched- 
uled with each advancing the first 
two finishers out of the 10-man 
fields to the National. The third 
through sixth-place finishers would 
advance to semi-finals. The rest would 
be sent packing. 

Heat number one belonged to 
Ronnie Jones from the flash of the 
green light to the checkered flag. 
Second place all the way was occu- 
pied by ABC Harley-Davidson-spon- 
sored Bryan Hardin, who held off the 
challenges of third-place finisher Peter 
Hook. 

Pete Hames led the first three laps 
of the second heat, but lap four saw 
Shobert take over and lead Hames to 
the checkered flag. Finishing a close 
third was Ted Boody. 

The third heat required a restart 
after rookie Expert Doug Davis un- 
loaded in turn two on the first start. 
The man in front on the restart was 
Graham and he stretched his lead to 
win comfortably. There was nothing 
comfortable about the runner-up spot 
as the man who would eventually get 
the advancement position, Rodney 
Farris, had to hold off every imagi-

nable attempt to pass being turned in 
by veteran Garth Brow. Brow was 
forced to settle for third behind winner 
Graham and Farris, who was riding 
the John Goad-prepared Harley. 

The fourth heat also required a re- 
start after Kenny Tolbert unloaded 
hard on the back stretch on the first 
lap. That restart was delayed for 
quite some time as Tolbert, who 
eventually walked away from the 
scene, was tended to. He elected not 
to continue and that brought in Steve 
Morehead. 

The restart saw Goss pull the hole- 
shot and then walk away from the 
field for an unchallenged win. Tak- 
ing second, also virtually unchalleng- 
ed was veteran Jorgensen. Third went 
to Maitland who dueled with Mickey 
Fay, who was riding the Bill Werner- 
prepared Harley normally ridden by 
Springsteen. 


Scott Pearson led the first two laps 
of the fifth heat, but former Camel 
Pro Series Rookie of the Year Doug 
Chandler took over the lead on the 
third go-around and rode his Jerry 
Griffith-tuned Honda to the win. 
Pearson was dropped to third on the 
next lap by Honda Support rider 
Randy Green, who got by Pearson in 
turn two - the same spot Chandler 
had made work for him. The race was 
red flagged after eight laps due to a 
crash involving Kansas rider Kirk 
Englund, who was taken to a hospi- 
tal with suspected ‘back and/or neck 
injuries. Called a race at that point, 
Chandler and Green had advanced to 
the National, while Pearson was semi 
bound. 


The sixth and final heat had to be 
stopped on the third lap when Rusty 
Gourley crashed on the back stretch. 
On the restart, William Davis took 
over where he left off — in the lead. 
The North Carolinian held the point 
position until the ninth lap when 
Scott Parker, who had started on the 
second row, got by him and went on 
to win. Parker had earlier diced with 
Fran Brown for second and it was 
Brown taking third behind Parker 
and Davis. 


Semis 

Both semi-final events turned out 
to be crowd pleasers if you can call an 
announced 10,200 spectators a crowd 
in a stadium which seats in excess of 
50,000. With only the winner advanc- 
ing to the National the racing was 
furious in the first semi with the win 
eventually going to former Grand 
National Champion Steve Eklund. 
Billy Herndon and Ted Boody, who 
both led the race at one point or 
another, finished second and third, 
respectively. While Eklund and 
Herndon rode the groove, Boody took 
to the cushion and tried to make the 
long way around work. Eklund scored 





the win by getting inside of Herndon 
in turns three and four on the final 
lap. That left Herndon beating on 
his handlebars in disappointment. 

Semi number two saw Pearson, 
unquestionably the fastest man off 
the line in Camel Pro competition, 
pull the holeshot, but Fran Brown 
dropped him to second on the third 
lap and Mickey Fay relegated him to 
third on the seventh. Fay, who report- 
edly was being given a one-shot ride on 
the factory Harley, tried every trick in 
the book on Brown, but 
Brown masterfully rode the inside 
line and shut the door on Fay’s every 
attempt to pass. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Fay held the pole for the LCQ 
which would advance only the winner 
to the National, but once again it was 
Pearson who pulled the holeshot. 
With Pearson riding the groove, the 
crowd’s eyes were glued on Boody 
who had taken to the cushion just as 
he had done in his semi. Pearson and 
Boody rode the middle laps of the 
race side-by-side but a bobble by 
Pearson in turn two on the seventh 
lap gave Boody the advantage he was 
looking for. He then moved down to 
the groove and went on to win. Pear- 
son took second while Fay rode around 
in last place after crashing on the sev- 
enth lap. 


Junior National 

Fast qualifier Brad Furlong, who 
had finished a distant second to Chris 
Carr in the first of three six-lap Ju- 
nior heats, pulled the holeshot at the 
start of the 12-lap Junior National 
Championship final. Furlong held 
the lead until the seventh lap when 
Californian Carr passed him in the 
fourth turn. Carr’s Wood-Rotax team- 
mate Don Estep followed suit, drop- 
ping Furlong to third on the next 
lap. 
Ohioan Estep pressured Carr and 
that paid off when Carr slipped off 
the groove between turns one and 
two on the 10th lap, allowing Estep 
to pass and open up a gap over the 
remaining two laps to take the win by 
a comfortable margin. 

Estep, who had survived a near get- 
off on the back straight after exiting 
turn two on the fourth lap, displayed 
more emotion over the win than he 
has in previous ’84 successes. “I 
calmed down after that near get-off 
and pulled it off,” said the 17-year- 
old high school student in winner’s 
circle. 

“Ron Wood calls Don Team East 
and me Team West,” said runner-up 
Carr. “I guess you can say East beat 
West fair and square tonight.” 

Third-place finisher Furlong 
summed up the talent the top two 
Juniors have by saying, ‘“They’re 
tough. I'm glad to be in winner’s cir-

cle with them.” 


National 

Goss, by virtue of having posted 
the best winning heat race time, got 
to choose first for his National start- 
ing position and he chose a spot four 
slots out from the pole. He was 
joined on the front row by Parker, 
Shobert, Graham, Jones and Chand- 
ler. Occupying the second row were 
Jorgensen, Hames, Davis, Hardin, 
Green and Farris. Semi winners 
Eklund and Brown and LCQ winner 
Boody made up the third row. 

Honda’s Shobert was fastest off the 
line but Goss was on his rear tire at 
the end of the opening lap of the 25- 
lap race. Goss swept into the lead on 
the second lap and that was that as far 
as the front spot was concerned. While 
Goss stretched his lead on every lap, 
chief scorer Carol Meiferdt, who was 
forced to delay celebrating her 37th 
wedding anniversary with husband 
Buzz until after the race, had her 
hands full as positions behind Goss 
changed in every turn. 

Shobert slipped back a notch or 
two each lap, dropping as far back as 
10th as he dueled with Filice and 
Brown in mid-pack. 

Parker took over second on the 
second lap but then was dropped to 
third by Chandler on the seventh lap 
and from there on the top three posi- 
tions were set. 

Green took over fourth for good 
from Graham on the 10th lap and 
Graham found himself in a fierce 
duel with Jones. Graham and Jones 
went at it hammer and tongs and 
their fight kept them in touch with 
Green. 

As the race wound down either 
Goss slowed a bit or Chandler found 
some added traction and Goss’ runa- 
way appeared threatened. But the 
two-time champ wicked up his Brent 
Thompson-tuned factory Harley over 
the last few laps and sailed home the 
winner. 

Chandler crossed the line a few 
seconds behind Goss with Parker tak- 
ing a distant third. The white and 
checkered flags saw a tightly bunched 
trio consisting of Green, Graham 
and Jones cross the finish line in that 
order. Hames, Davis, Shobert and 
Brown rounded out the top ten. 





Boody, Hardin, Eklund and Jorgensen 
followed while Farris watched from 
the sidelines after high-siding after 
getting out of shape while exiting 
turn four on the seventh lap. 


After taking a victory lap with the 
checkered flag, winner Goss stopped 
to bear hug tuner Thompson, wife 
Vicky and daughter Janice. Joining a 
reserved Chandler and a jubilant 
Parker on the victory podium, Goss 
said, “We had trouble getting the 
bike to work good all day, but Brent 
stuck with it, got it all together and 
we did it! Short track racing isn’t my 
favorite, but after winning two Na- 
tional short tracks this year I might 
have to change my mind. The track 
developed some holes like any one- 
time track will and the turns were 
tighter than Houston, but I didn’t 
have any real problems.” 

Runner-up Chandler, who won 
the Santa Fe Short Track National as 
a rookie Expert last year, said, “I got 
into the first corner too hot a couple 
of times and that was probably the 
difference, although Randy was really 
going fast and rode a good race all the 
way.” 

Parker, the most excited of the 
three occupants of winner's circle, 
said, “We had some tire problems 
and I got a terrible start in my heat 
but I found a hot line, made the 
National and now I'm here in winner’s 
circle. I’m chargin’ to put Harley- 
Davidson on top where they belong!”

World Championship Road Race Series: 
Round 8 


Lawson 27 points 
ahead as 
Spencer breaks

ASSEN, HOLLAND, JUNE 30 

The question seemed simple enough: “What 

do you think the chances are of retaining 

your World Championship title?” Freddie 
12 Spencer,,..who. had. been. forced. out of the 








500cc GP at Assen by a mechan- 
ical problem, listened and 
paused to collect his thoughts. 
Then, with the pain of defeat 
riddling his voice, said, “It’s out of 
our hands.” The pack of journalists 
gathered in Honda's hospitality tent 
for Spencer’s post-race impressions 
and waited for Spencer to continue; 
to try to verbalize for them and their 
readers his immense depression. “I 
personally . . . now I’m just going to 
try to win. It’s hard to.” Again his 
voice trailed off. He then added one 
final note: “Every time I get on the 
track I try to win.” 


On the third lap of the 500cc race at 
the Dutch TT a spark plug cap came 
off of one of the plugs on Spencer’s 
V-4 NSR500 while he was pulling 
away from the pack and ended his 


day and possibly season. Honda-sup- 
ported Randy Mamola won ina close 
race over Honda France/Total’s Ray- 
mond Roche with world champion- 
ship point leader Eddie Lawson of 
Team Marlboro Yamaha only 1.97 
seconds behind Mamola. 


With four GPs to go, Lawson holds 
a 27-point lead over Spencer, 99 to 72, 
with Mamola, at 69, closing in on 
Spencer. Roche holds fourth at 65 
points over Honda's Ron Haslam at 
51. 


World Champion Carlos Lavado 
had a fairly easy time winning the 
250cc race ahead of Jacques Cornu 
and Manfred Herweh after champion- 
ship leader Christian Sarron retired 
when a carburetor came out of its 
mount. 


Marlboro Team Roberts’ Wayne 
Rainey qualified fourth fastest, but 
was a distant last off the start when 
his machine wouldn't fire. He didn’t 
catch up to the sweep car for a third of 
alapand rode valiantly to finish 12th 
with the team’s namesake, Kenny 
Roberts, looking on. Teammate Alan 
Carter was running as high as eighth 
place before his crankshaft broke with 
two laps to go. 

Assen’s Circuit van Drenthe was 
shortened by a mile this year and also 
resurfaced. Many riders, Lawson and 
Spencer among them, felt the track 
was still too narrow and that there 
was only one line through the corners. 

It didn’t deter the spectators, how- 
ever, with 58,000 for the three prac- 
tice days and 138,000 on grand prix 
Saturday. AFEN, 





The tightly grouped qualifying 
normally found in the 250s was dis- 
missed with a 2:22.32 lap by World 
Champion Lavado. Frenchman Guy 
Bertin was a surprising second, almost 
a full second back with Manfred 
Herweh third. Rainey moved into 
fourth late in the final session to fill 
out the front row. Teammate Carter 
had machine troubles in the only 
fully dry session and watched as his 
time was bested by most of the field. 
He ended up on the 10th row, 34th in 
the 36-rider field. 

History here has given people a 
fatalistic attitude about the weather. 
One lap into the 250cc race a down- 
pour began and no one was suprised. 
In fact, some were relieved, hoping 
the clouds would empty themselves 
before the 500cc race which has been 
traditionally rained on. The bikes 
were brought in and some changed 
tires. The entire front row and half 
the second row staged with slicks. 
Rainey, after consulting with Roberts 
and Dutch rider Boet van Dulmen, 
was slick shod. 

A warm up lap was given after the 
track dried sufficiently and the 
machines were gridded. A slight delay 
popped up when a rider decided to 
change tires and it would prove to be 
Rainey’s downfall. When the field 
pushed off Rainey was left behind 
pushing for about 40 yards before his 
bike fired. 

“It cooled down too much and it 
didn’t light. We were sitting on the 
line too long. The mechanics told me 
that if it didn’t fire I should choke it 
and I did that twice,” said Rainey. 

“Then, after the start, it wasn’t my 
race. it took me five laps to get my 
head into the race.” 

Inexperience was the problem as a 
Honda mechanic, who watched the 
start, said, “All of the other riders 
warmed their bikes up after the 
warm-up lap. I knew that Rainey 
would have problems because you 
can’t let that bike cool down.” 

After the race Roberts, although as 
disappointed as Rainey, was able to 
joke about it. “I told Wayne I don’t 
know why we bother tuning the 
bike. You can’t start it!” As Rainey 
was being interviewed near Roberts’ 
rental car, Roberts said, “Hey Wayne, 
you better stick around because if I 
can’t start this thing you'll have to 
push it for me.” 

“They told me I ran the fourth fast- 
est race lap of the race,” Rainey said, 
“But it doesn’t really mean anything.” 

As Rainey headed for the front, so 
did Lavado, taking the lead on the 
sixth lap and holding to the end. Sar- 
ron, Bertin, Herweh, Espie and 
Avinger were ina pack behind Lavado 
who'd pulled out a five second lead at 
the halfway point. Bertin and Avin- 
ger dropped off the pace as Lavado 
lengthened his lead and others 
dropped by the wayside. Espie crashed 
with four laps to go. Sarron was out 
while running second. Herweh took 
over with Cornu third and Anton 
Mang fourth. 

Lavado took the Venemotos Yam- 
aha to the win by three seconds. 
Cornu, on the Team Parisienne Elf, 
slipped by Herweh on the last lap 
with the Massa Real of Herweh third. 
Mang’s HB Yamaha was fourth and 
Bertin finished fifth on the MBA. 

Besides the huge crowds, the Dutch 
round of the World Championship is 
known to attract quickly changing, 
but generally miserable, weather. 
Official practice began on Wednes- 
day in the wet with lap times for the 
500s in the high 2:20 range. Spencer 
got into the high teens in the next 
session on the four-cylinder, opting 
to tailor it to the track in favor of the 
lighter three-cylinder. After Thurs- 
day’s practice, Roche was quickest 
with Spencer, Lawson and Haslam

lap hadn’t been met. With only one 
session on Friday many thought 
Spencer would put the NS500 three- 
cylinder on the track, but it wasn’t to 
be. He couldn’t improve on his time 
and turned in only two laps at speed 
during the 50-minute rain-plagued 
session. Late in the practice, as the 
track became mostly dry, Mamola 
turned in a 2:16.76 for the 3.87-mile 
circuit, averaging just under 100 mph. 
Not to be outdone, Lawson, on only 
his fourth lap at speed, dropped the 
mark to 2:14.94 and took the pole 
position. Next to him on the front 
row were Haslam, Mamola and 
Roche. Spencer was on the second 
row for the first time since August of 
1981 when he raced the ill-fated NR500 
four-cylinder four-stroke at Silver- 
stone. Next to him were the Elf John- 
son/Chevalier Honda of Didier de 
Radigues and Team Heron Suzuki of 
Barry Sheene. 

“I knew I could go faster,” Law- 
son said of his one quick lap. “When 
Icame in and they gave me that time I 
thought they were mistaken. I felt 
like I was just riding around. It felt 
comfortable.” 

Spencer wasn’t comfortable. “In 
the last session we were trying a dif- 
ferent tire. We just ran out of time 
and we had a small problem with the 
ignition. It was very strange because 
the bike was reacting differently than 
ever before.” 

Braking the heavier NSR was one 
area where Spencer was encounter- 
ing problems. “I was with Raymond 
Roche and we both got on the brakes 
and I was almost talking to the corner 
worker. If the track was wider I could 
do what the bike needs to go faster. 
Here, there's only one line.” 

Mamola was confident he could go 
faster, and although he was offered 
the four-cylinder he stuck with the 
lighter and more maneuverable three. 
“It takes a while to get used to the 
four and if I spent time trying to learn 
on thatI'd be going backwards almost. 
I tried the four a little in France and 
Yugo, but here the three’s the better 
bike.” 

Of that, there was no doubt. Has- 
lam tried the four and put it back on 
the truck. Spencer would have liked 
to qualify the three-cylinder, but the 
weather killed his track time and he 
had to stick with the four. There was 
also a belief among many that the 
Honda powers-to-be were discourag- 
ing Spencer from back peddling to 
the three. “Its a tough situation 
we're in,” said Spencer. “In the last 
two races we could have gone faster 
on the three, but the four was ade- 





quate. We have to win and we have to 
finish. We know the track here is 
hard on the bike and we know we 
have to go faster. We believe that the 
four is a little more reliable.” 

Spencer didn’t get the holeshot, as 
Mamola took that with Haslam, 
Sheene, Spencer, Lawson and Roche 
in pursuit. By the horseshoe on the 
first lap, Lawson was up to fourth 
with Spencer already in the lead and 
Australian Wayne Gardner moving 
to fifth. 

On the first complete lap Spencer 
held a three-second advantage on 
Lawson, in fifth, when timed on the 
back straightaway. It was a 4.4 second 
gap on the second lap, but then 
Spencer’s day ended. “I was in sixth 
gear when the cap came off,” Spencer 
said. “It backfired and I sort of moved 
over. I thought maybe it was the 
crank. I pulled in and put the cap 
back on, but when I went back out it 
wasn’t running right. It may have 
hurt the coil when it backfired. That 
happened once before.” 

Mamola took over the lead with 
Sheene a resurgent second in a pack 
with Haslam, Lawson and Roche. 
Haslam felt his crankshaft begin to 
weaken on the fourth lap and didn’t 
think he’d finish the race. Mamola 
and Roche began to pull out a little 
breathing room on the pack behind 
which became one less on the eighth 
lap. Sheene coasted to a stop near the 
back of the paddock, parked his 
Suzuki on the fence, and walked 
away after his engine “blew into a 
thousand pieces.” 

On the same lap, Lawson moved 
past Haslam and set out for the Roche- 
Mamola duel at the front. On similar 
machines, Mamola and Roche were 
fighting tooth and nail the full length 
of the circuit. Mamola would set up 
wide on the corners, hit the apex, and 
power out. The erratic Roche would 
dive under Mamola entering the 
corner and square it off dirt-track style 
before turning up the gas. It was a 
great race and the crowd was held spell- 
bound, although unaware of Roche’s 
problems. 

“The gearing was too short,” the 
diminutive Frenchman said. “I was 
turning 12,000 rpm and Mamola and 
Lawson would go by but I was pass- 
ing them everywhere. My bike weighs 
about 135 kilos (297 lb.) and it as 
heavy in the corners to throw it back 
and forth.” 

Lawson set the quickest lap of the 
race on the eighth circuit with a 
2:15.75 tour while running third. 

At the halfway point, Mamola, 
Roche and Lawson crossed the start/ 
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Christian Sarron (2) Manfred Herweh (7) and Thierry Espie in the 250cc 
race. Sarron lost a carb, Espie crashed, Herweh finished third. 





finish line one behind the other with 
a gap of eight seconds back to fourth 
place Haslam, who had an equal dis- 
tance on Wayne Gardner. Tadahiko 
Taira, Yamaha’s Japanese 500cc 
champion and fifth place finisher in 
this year’s Daytona 200, held a steady 
sixth in his first-ever GP. 

Mamola’s faceshield was fogging 
up. ‘The shield began to fog up with 
about 10 laps to go,” said Mamola, 
“and I began to think I wouldn’t win. 
It was fogging up only in spots, likea 
snail was crawling from side to side 
across it.” 

Soon after the halfway point, the 
leaders hit traffic. The Hondas work 
traffic better with greater accelera- 
tion and nimbleness. The heavier 
Yamaha of Lawson is less maneuver- 
able and once in traffic could pres- 
sure Mamola or Roche, but couldn't 
pass. Unable to pass Mamola’s Honda, 
it appeared Lawson was frustrated by 
a less-than-perfect engine with pos- 
sible carburetion problems. 

According to the official lap charts, 
Lawson last held second on the 18th 
of 20 laps. With Mamola and Roche 
fighting so intensely, it looked like 
Lawson was sitting back waiting for 
them to make a mistake and it almost 
happened in the final chicane 50 
yards from the finish line. 

“Randy went into the corner first, 
but I went under him to the inside of 
the chicane. I hit some sand there and 
lost the front end. I just turned up the 
gas and it straightened out, but Randy 
was right next to me. I could have put 
him off the track, but I backed off,” 
said Roche. 

“On the last lap, three turns before 
the end I knew Roche was going to 
pass me,” said Mamola. “I changed 
my brake marker in the chicane and 
he was using the road underneath 
me. I knew he had to go underneath 
me and when we came out of the chi- 
cane Roche hit the dirt and we came 
together. I had my line going off the 
track all picked out, but I went around 
him.” 

The margin of Mamola’s first 
Grand Prix win since Hockenheim 
in September 1982 was a scant 0.27 
seconds. Lawson was 1.97 seconds 
behind Mamola in third and Haslam 
was a lonely 46 seconds back in 
fourth. Gardner finished overa min- 
ute behind the leaders and 10 seconds 
ahead of Taira. 

“I flicked it so hard it was bounc- 
ing trying to stop,” said Mamola. A 
side effect of the leaning over was that 
he wore completely through his boot 
and ground down part of the little toe 
on his right foot. “You get no rest 
here. You're turning left to right all 
of the time. I don’t know if Raymond 
was as tired as me. I was pulling him 








in certain places where he couldn't 
get me back,” said Mamola. 

Lawson wasn’t talking after the 
race. Why the reticence was a point of 
much debate. Possibly it was a reac- 
tion to what might have been had 
Spencer not broken down. His third 
would have been a second consecu- 
tive fourth to his placing at the 
Yugoslav GP in Rijeka two weeks 
previous. And the point gap would 
have been only 10 on Spencer instead 
of 27. There were some who believed 
he was taking it easy and collecting 
his 10-point gift and that he didn’t 
want to be involved in a Roche- 
Mamola accident and had backed off. 
But Lawson is more competitive than 
that and would like nothing more 
than to win and he hasn’t in the four 
races since the Austrian GP. All roads 
point to machine trouble since it 
appeared not to be the tire problems 
which plagued him in Rijeka. Law- 
son's strength this season has been 
his consistency. He is the only 500cc 
rider to have scored points in every 
grand prix. 

After qualifying Lawson had said, 
“If we can do well here and in Bel- 
gium then maybe we can have some 
breathing room.” It appears that, 
barring a DNF of his own, he has all 
of the room that he needs for his 
world championship. °

Turner tops at Hawaii 
““Alohacross~

HONOLULU, HI, JUNE 30 


Cagiva’s “Radical” Ron Turner had a grin 
from ear-to-ear after winning the Continen- 
tal Motorsport Club/Skoal Bandit Super- 
cross in Honolulu’s Aloha Bowl, success- 


fully fending off a late-moto 
charge by Kawasaki’s Brian 
Myerscough. Turner crossed the 


finish line inches ahead of 
Myerscough to win a beautiful wood 
trophy. “I wanted the trophy so bad 
when I first saw it and now I've got it. 
It feels so great, I almost can’t believe 
it,” said Turner. 

The event was special, the first- 
ever Supercross held in Hawaii. Many 
of the Hawaiian spectators and riders 
had never even seen a Supercross. 
Still, the CMC-sanctioned race was a 
huge success. The race was promoted 
by Pro Motion, Inc., which normally 
promotes rock concerts on the islands, 
and this was their first attempt at 
promoting a Supercross: The results 
proved impressive with over 17,000 
spectators in attendance. 

John “Flyin’ Hawaiian” DeSoto, 
37, came out of retirement to com- 
pete, displaying brilliant and daring 
moves on the track to qualify for the 
12-rider main. DeSoto commented 
after the race: “Old pineapples never 
die; they just get old, ferment and just 
get better!” 





Five riders from the mainland flew 
to the island of Oahu to compete and 
were the favorites to win; they were 
Rodney Smith, Jimmy Ellis, Chris 
Heisser, Myerscough and Turner. They, 
plus the Hawaiian riders, did battle 
for a $10,000 purse. 

The track was very tight and small, 
which featured the basics: three dou- 
ble jumps, one very tough stutter 
bump section, six turns and a huge 
finish-line/plateau-jump called the 
Toyota Lava Leap. 

Larry ‘“Supermouth” Huffman, who 
at one time was a resident of Hono- 
lulu as a radio disc-jockey, did the 
announcing. The crowd seemed to 
enjoy and reacted well to Huffman’s 
Supermouth. ’ 

All riders were armed with 125cc 
mounts. 


Qualifiers 

When Myerscough was announced 
for the start of the first qualifier, a few 
boos could be heard from the stands. 
That came about when Myerscough 
was being interviewed for the local 
TV news the day before and was 
asked to compare the Hawaiian 





Supercross tracks to the ones on the 
mainland: He answered, “Well, back 
in America...” However, after the 
spectators witnessed Myerscough’s 
impressive first-qualifier win, the 
minor mishap was forgotten, and he 
soon became the crowd’s favorite. 

Myerscough led from start to fin- 
ish, while Hawaiian rider David 
Amorin, aboard a Suzuki, spent the 
whole race in second and finished 
that way about 20 seconds behind 
Myerscough. Yamaha-mounted Royce 
Racoma finished third ahead of Jace 
Furuike and Stuart Whittingham. 

The second qualifier was all Ellis’. 
At the start, Ellis put his CR Honda 
into the front of the pack, closely 
tailed by “Great” Dane Patao, pilot- 
ing a Kawasaki. Patao, who makes 
his home in Kahului, has some expe- 
rience racing in California, when he 
participated in this year’s Golden 
State Series. He is one of Hawaii's top 
riders and was a definite local favorite. 
The Kawasaki pilot kept close tabs 
on Ellis for the first few laps, but Ellis 
eventually stretched his lead to a very 
comfortable distance. Before the end 
of the moto, Ellis lapped the third- 
place rider but couldn’t catch Patao. 
Third went to Suzuki-mounted Mat- 
thew Lyman, while fourth and fifth 
went to Kris Kiser and Jack Ching, 
both riding Hondas. 

Two very exciting races of the 
night took place during the third and 
fourth qualifiers. The third qualifier 
featured Turner and DeSoto. Turner 
got the nod off the rubberband start, 
but he was closely pursued by Phil 








a surprise move by putting his KTM 
into the lead after cleanly passing 
Turner. DeSoto also made a move 
and slipped past Alexander a lap 
later. Oveland started gaining ground 
on Turner by the third lap, but Ove- 
land’s KTM developed exhaust pipe 
problems — the header portion of the 
pipe got bashed in after landing a 
little short over one of the doubles. A 
small crack in the header pipe became 
bigger and bigger, causing the KTM 
to lose horsepower. Turner “heard” 
his chance and shot past the crippled 
KTM. 


While Turner was busy running 
away, DeSoto was busy dropping 
back to fifth. Alexander retook third, 
while Suzuki rider Thomas Key slid 
by DeSoto for fourth. But DeSoto did 
not give up: With only two laps 
remaining, the Flyin’ Hawaiian de- 
cided he wanted fourth, so he reeled 
in Key and the two began to duel. At 
times, they locked handlebars through 
the whoops, but Key would not give 
in to DeSoto. DeSoto made a serious 
attempt to pass Key in a tight right 
turn that was preceeded by a fairly 
small jump. DeSoto took the turn, 
tight, while Key went wide. As DeSoto 
wicked on the gas at the jump, his 
front wheel came way off the ground, 
but he didn’t let off. Key bounced off 
the outside berm across DeSoto’s path, 
and the two collided. DeSoto’s Yama~ 
ha looped over to the side on Key, and 
they both went down. The crowd 
went wild as DeSoto quickly got back 
to his feet and rejoined the race. Key 
laid on the ground for a few laps but 
eventually walked away under his 
own power, but a little battered. 

Turner went on to win the moto 
ahead of Oveland, Alexander and 
DeSoto. “I wanted it real bad and so 
did he,” said DeSoto regarding the 
crash. “I grabbed a little bit too much 
throttle and looped it as we collided: 
Luckily, I didn’t get hurt and man 
aged to continue.” 





Over 17,000 spectators witnessed Turner’s win. Most of them, and the 


Hawaiian riders, had never even seen a Supercross before. 





The fourth qualifier was another 
nail-biter. This race pitted two main- 
land riders — Chris Heisser, riding a 
Team Tamm-loaned Honda, and 
Yamaha-mounted Rodney Smith. As 
expected, the two mainlanders shot 
into the lead with Smith coming out 
on top. Within a lap, the two were 
pulling far away from the pack, while 
Heisser stayed glued to Smith’s rear 
fender. The crowd again went wild 
during the most exciting race yet of 
the evening, cheering for Heisser to 
pass Smith. But Smith had the ad- 
vantage: The track was tight and 
hard to pass on, and Smith had a 
cleaner line through the traffic. A few 
times, Heisser had to make quick line 
changes to avoid hitting lapped rid- 
ers, which cost valuable time. With 
one lap remaining, Smith maintained 
his cool, while Heisser breathed heav- 
ily down his back. When the check- 
ered appeared, Smith took the win 
and saluted the crowd with a one- 
handed cross-up. The spectators ap- 
plauded and cheered both riders as 
they coasted back to the pits. Dennis 
Hethcote, board a Suzuki, finished 
third ahead of Neisha Kahoopii Jr. 
and Michael McGuire. 

“That wasa lot of fun!” said Smith 
afterwards. “It was real close and 
exciting. Chris kept pressuring me 
every inch of the way, but I managed 
to hold him back.” 

“Rod and I had a real good race 
and it was fun,” said Heisser. “The 
major problem for me was getting 
around the lapped traffic.” 

Semi qualifiers 

The next two motos were semi 
qualifiers. Dean Freitas survived a 
tough duel against Terry Pagador 
and Jack Ching to win the first semi 
qualifier. The lead changed hands at 
least three times before Freitas crossed 
the checkers in first ahead of Pagador 
and Ching. 

The second semi qualifier was won 
by Kawasaki-mounted Blayne Soma. 
Soma led from start to finish, while 
McGuire followed throughout the 
moto. Brian Barretto finished third, 
while Thomas Fulcher settled for 
fourth. 








Semi finals 

Myerscough and Ellis were the 
ones to watch in the first semi final. 
As the pack exited the first turn, it 
was Myerscough out in front and 


, chased by Ellis, Racoma and Patao. 


What thought would be a Myers- 
cough/Ellis runaway, turned into a 
tough skirmish between Racoma and 
Ellis for second. 

During the first lap, Racoma snuck 
by Ellis for second. While Ellis fought 
to regain his position, Suzuki-mount- 
ed David Amorin crept up to, and 
started to pressure, Ellis. At one point, 
Amorin put his front wheel past 
Ellis’ Honda, but Ellis slammed the 
door shut and eventually found room 
around Racoma for second. By that 
time, Myerscough was way out in 
front, and he took the checkers first. 
Ellis finished second ahead of 
Racoma, Amorin and Patao. 

The second semi final saw Smith 
jam into an early lead followed by 
Turner, Oveland and DeSoto. Heisser 
had a poor start after being center- 
punched a few times through the first 
few turns. At one time Heisser was 
dead last, but that wasn’t about to last 
for long. 

Up front, things settled down with 
Smith pulling a comfortable lead 
over Turner and Oveland. Soon, 
Heisser made his way up through the 
pack and passed DeSoto for fourth. 
With a few laps left, DeSoto dropped 
back to sixth, one spot out of the trans- 
fer. So DeSoto made a desperation 
move on Alexander for fifth. Through 
the whoops, DeSoto motored along- 
side Alexander and collided. Both 
went down ina heap, and once again, 
DeSoto recovered first and claimed 
fifth to qualify for the main. Smith 
took the win, ahead of Turner, Ove- 
land, Heisser and DeSoto. 


Consolation 

Jace Furike and Stuart Whitting- 
ham were the top two finishers in the 
consolation race, which gave them a 
trip to the main. 


Main 
A few minutes before the main, it 
was announced that DeSoto had a 
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The ‘‘Flyin’ Hawaiian” himself, John DeSoto, came out of retirement to 
compete (above left and right).

probable broken thumb after the semi 
final crash. But the determined Flyin’ 
Hawaiian wasn’t about to sit the 
main outas he lined up his mount. 

When the rubberband snapped, 
Smith hooked up and stole the hole- 
shot ahead of Turner, Amorin, Ellis, 
Myerscough, DeSoto and Heisser. 
During the third lap, Myerscough 
dumped it in a slow right hairpin, 
dropping a few positions. 

Up front, Smith held on to his lead 
over Turner by a few bikelengths. But 
Smith dropped to third during the 
sixth lap, when he became out-of- 
shape in the whoops and left the 
track. “I picked a bad line in the 
whoops, and Turner made a good 
move and went by,” said Smith. 
“Then I went off the track and Brian 
cruised on by. By the time I recovered, 
Turner and Brian were gone.” 

Myerscough was on the gas: He 
had alrady taken control of third just 
before Smith’s error. Once Myers- 
cough had taken second, about half- 
way through the 25-lap race, he set 
his sights on Turner, who had built 
up about a six-second cushion. 

Meanwhile, Ellis was holding his 
own in fourth. At one time, Ellis had 
third when Smith went off the track, 
but Smith soon retaliated. Heisser 
had some more bad luck when he 
crashed into the haybales after a jump. 
“Right when I landed, the throttle 
stuck open,” said Heisser. “I went 
through the bales.” Heisser pulled 
his bike back on the track and set sail 
again near the rear of the pack. DeSoto 
was cruising in seventh. 

With about 12 laps left in the race, 
all eyes were focused on Myerscough 
and Turner. Every lap Myerscough 
was gaining on Turner, but lapped 
traffic hindered Myerscough’s drive. 
Myerscough managed to get within a 
bikelength of Turner’s Cagiva, but 
onceagain, with two laps to go, back- 
markers made life difficult for Turner 
and especially difficult for Myers- 
cough. Neither Turner or Myerscough 





received the white flag because of the 
confusion after a rider crashed seri- 
ously on the Lava Leap, just past the 
finish line. Smith was the first rider 
to get the white flag. 

So Turner was quite surprised and 
relieved when the checkered flag flew 
with Myerscough inches behind. “I 
knew it was near the end, but I 
would've charged just a little bit 
harder if I had known it was the last 
lap,” said Myerscough. 

“I didn’t see the white flag either,” 
said Turner. “But I was sure glad to 
see the checkered! I don’t think it 
would’ve made much of a difference 
for me whether or not I saw it.” 

“I’m really disappointed,” said My- 
erscough. “I wanted to win, but it 
was my fault I didn’t. That little bob- 
ble in the turn cost me the win. I lost 
too much time, and there was a lot of 
traffic to get through, but that’s part 
of racing.” k 

“It was a real good race,” said 
Turner. “You can never count Brian 
out, or give him any slack. If you do 
he will take it. He is a real contender, 
but luckily for me, his mistake was 
all I needed.” 

“T sure felt out of place riding a 
125,” said DeSoto. “I haven’t ridden 
one since 1969 or ’70 when I rode a 
Sachs at Mammoth. There are some 
really good kids out there, good ath- 
letes; and the kids from the mainland 
did an awful lot for Hawaii. We are 
grateful they came over and put on 
such a great show, and I think 
Hawaiian Supercross will benefit.” 

During the event, it was announced 
that the race was such a success that 
CMC will be back next year, on a 
larger Aloha Bowl track. 

When asked, DeSoto said, “Sure, 
I'll be back.” ®

Brooks, Bowman, Ellis

Larry Brooks, Gary Bowman and Jim Ellis 
took their respective Pro class wins at this 
weekend’s 17th annual Mammoth Moun- 


tain Motocross, in 


Brooks rode in a convincing 
style to the 125cc Pro class win 
over “Mr. Mike” Fisher and 
Suzuki pilot Bowman, who was 
competing in all three Pro classes. 
Bowman was closing in, but a last- 
lap flat tire slowed the speedster 
enough for Fisher to pass for second. 
Bowman was third. 

In Friday’s Open Pro action, Jim 
Ellis (Yam) smoked his qualifier than 
rode an extremely smooth and con- 
sistent 45-minute main to claim the 
$2000 cash first prize money. Ellis 
was followed across the line by Bow- 
man and Yamaha rider Scott Man- 
ning. 

On the final day, Sunday, nearly 
375 riders comprised the field of 250cc 
bikes. Mike Larson led the final for 
the Pros until two turns from the 
flag, where Bowman made his move. 
Larson looked to be nearly uncatch- 
able, but a rear flat in the late going 
gave Bowman the opportunity to 
move into the lead for the win. 

The Vet class was taken by storm 
by six-time South African Champ 
Charlie Tissen. After dicing with Jon 
Miller for both of his qualifiers, Tissen 
came back in the final to trounce the 
field. Miller was the only other rider 
to even come close. 


Open classes 
In the Sportsman divisions, each 





northern California. 


class was divided into three divisions. 
Each division ran two qualifier motos, 
with the top 10 from each division 
qualifying for the main. The moto 
scores were carried over to the main, 
which gave double points. When all 
three scores were tallied, the overall 
winners were determined. 

In the Open Juniors, Craig Con- 
way jumped out to the lead on the 
way up Mammoth’s long, steep up- 
hill. Maico-mounted Mike McGrale 
was third off the line, behind Carl 
Cox (Yam). On the second lap of the 
seven-lap race, McGrale moved up to 
challenge Conway. The leading pair 
put on an excellent race, passing the 
lead back and forth, much to the 
delight of the spectators. McGrale 
held the lead for most of the race, 
including the last turn. Conway made 
a last-ditch effort to stuff past McGrale 
before the flag, but came up short. 
Mike McDonald pushed his way past 
Cox before moto’s end, to take third- 
place honors. 


When the back-falling gate let the 
group of Open Intermediates onto 
the well-prepared course, Nick Young 
was heading the pack. That was not 
to last for long, however, as Nev 
LaBorde (Hon) put the pass on Young 
in the back section of the track. 
LaBorde wasted no time in putting 
an eight-second advantage over him- 
self and a battle between Young and 
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Riding a pre-production CR125, Larry Brooks easily won the 125cc Pro 
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class. Brooks was eighth in the 250cc class, after crashing. 





Aaron Pipes. Gary Scheidler, who 
got off to a now-famous poor start, 
was on the move from mid-pack. 
Pipes soon bailed off, leaving the job 
of challenging Young up to Jon 
Miller. Miller swept past, but then 
crashed late in the moto. At the flag, 
LaBorde took the win, Young held 
on for second, and Scheidler moved 
up for the third-place honors. Eric 
Marnoch, who started the race in sev- 
enth, received fourth. 

The Pro class riders only had to 
qualify in one moto. The top seven 
finishers in the first moto of each 
division didn’t have to come back to 
race until the final. The second Pro 
moto served as a consolation for the 
remaining riders, with the top six 
being taken from these races, to make 
a 39-rider field. 

In the first moto for division one, 
Ellis rode to an easy victory, clicking 
off lap times quicker than anyone 
else on the weekend. Eric McKenna 
was second in that qualifier. 

When the Pros tackled the large 
downhill for the first time in the 
main, Ellis was heading the way, fol- 
lowed by Mike Larson, Phil Larson, 
Manning, Billy Grossi, and Bowman. 
The positions maintained for a cou- 
ple of laps, until Mike Larson crashed, 
putting him out of contention, and 
Bowman passed Grossi. That pass set 
upa Manning/Phil Larson/Bowman 
duel that would last to end of the 
45-minute-plus-two-lap race. Ellis 
paid no attention to the fight over 
second, and pulled out toa 15-second 
lead. Ellis was riding flawlessly, the 
only mistake coming at about the 30- 
minute mark. He hita large hole that 
put him sideways, nearly coming in 
head-on contact with a tree. 

Grossi was running in fifth, but 
the bad luck from his first moto car- 
ried over to the main. In his initial 
qualifier, Grossi got tangled with an- 
other rider for quite some time, los- 
ing nearly three-quarters of a lap by 
the time the bikes would come apart. 
Grossi then mounted a charge toward 
the top, but it was halted suddenly by 
a derailed chain. He came back in 
moto two to win easily, experimenting 
with several different lines in the 
process. His bad luck in the main 
came in the form of a rock. The stone 
was thrown up by a competitor’s 
wheel, and it knocked the fuel pet- 
cock from Grossi’s M-Star tank. That 
put an abrupt end to the former 
National competitor’s ride. 

Nearing the end of the moto, Bow- 
man finally pulled clear of Manning 





and Phil Larson. That didn’t cool 
the fight, though. They were run- 
ning neck and neck, with third place 
never readily apparent. At the end, 
it was Larson taking the show spot, 
with Manning fourth. Mike Larson 
had worked his way back up to fifth. 


125cc classes 

Andy Ellis turned some heads with 
his performance in the 125cc Pro 
class this weekend. The guy is fast, 
but inconsistencies kept him out of 
the money in both the 125s and the 
250s. In the 125cc final, he was run- 
ning in the lead on his Suzuki, but 
the bike died on the bottom of the 
downhill, and was never to be re- 
started. While leading the 250cc Pro 
class, Ellis crashed hard, and was 
forced to retire. When he gets his cool 
together to where he can ride sanely 
while in the lead, Ellis will definitely 
be a winner. 

In the first qualifier for division 
three of the Pros, Brooks wrestled the 
lead from the start, and held it nearly 
all the way to the end. Ellis was pres- 
suring him the whole way. Six turns 
from the finish, Ellis passed Brooks. 
Then Brooks, mounted on an ’85 pre- 
production Honda CR 125, gota wheel 
by, but couldn’t make it stick. He was 
pushing hard, and finally spun out 
just before the finish, but didn’t crash. 
Ellis rode on to the win, with Brooks 
in second. 

The battle resumed in the final, 
only Ellis was leading from the start. 
Brooks followed in second, with Den- 
ton, Mouse McCoy and Bowman be- 
hind. Ellis began to pull away, until 
he took an off-course excursion. The 
Suzuki rider went into a turn a little 
hot, went over the berm and through 
the banners, then turned a donut and 
got back where he left off. He still 
held the lead by three bikelengths 
over Brooks. On the very next lap, 
Ellis’ bike quit, setting him on the 
sidelines. 

Brooks took over the point posi- 
tion, with McCoy and Bowman in 
tow. The top three were evenly spaced, 
with about four seconds between each. 
Billy Frank was holding down fourth, 
and Fisher, who had been trying to 
move up from a seventh-place start, 
was pushing Denton from sixth. 
Coming‘town the Mammoth down- 
hill, Fisher made his move, blowing 
past both Denton and Frank for 
fourth. Then, just as the racers were 
coming into view from the back sec- | 
tion of the course, Bowman passed 
McCoy for second, but was still nine

seconds adrift of Brooks. Bowman, 
after finishing second on the 500, 
wanted a win badly, and set a blister- 
ing pace in an effort to catch Brooks. 
Behind him, Fisher and McCoy were 
having a good fight of their own, try- 
ing for the third spot. McCoy was 
using the outside line on the down- 
hill, but Fisher saw a gap and went 
for it, outside of McCoy. He made the 
daring pass count, and set his sights 
on Bowman. By the 20-minute point, 
Bowman was slowly reeling-in 
Brooks, and keeping a distance from 
Fisher. McCoy couldn't keep up the 
fast pace set by the experienced Pros, 
and was soon over a minute behind 
Brooks. 

As the leaders came on traffic, 
Bowman used it to his advantage, 
and continued to close on the Honda. 
At the same time, Denton passed 
McCoy for fourth. The position re- 
mained steady until just turns from 
the white flag, when Bowman suf- 
fered a rear flat, which slowed him 
considerably. He rode on, but Fisher’s 
comfortable third now looked like a 
possibility for second, while Brooks 
rode on without challenge. When he 
passed the mechanic’s area, Brooks’ 
pitboard read “BOWM OUT,” and 
he breathed a little easier. Fisher 
finally caught and passed for second, 
Bowman finished third, and Denton 
was fourth, ahead of McCoy. 

In the Intermediates, Keith O’ Neal 
was the dominating rider for the 
entire day. He led the charge in both 
his motos, then took a decisive win in 
the final. Dan Crouch and Jim Perry 
had a good race for second in the 
early going, but Perry eventually fell 
to sixth. Crouch held on to second 
to the flag, followed through by Hon- 
da rider Robert Engel. 

Ed Drexler led the 125cc Juniors 
until the fourth lap, when he took a 
tumble and fell to third. George Vlach 
took over the number one place, but 
also fell, and got up to finish fifth. 
Drexler moved back into the lead, 
with lots of pressure from Honda 
rider Curt Trimble. Just before the 
finish line, Trimble put a pass on 
Drexler for the win. Dion Agee, carry- 
ing the number one plate, was third, 
with Chaney Brewer and Vlach fil- 
ling the top five.

The competition is as fierce in the 
30-year-old plus category as it is in 
any other. The start had the mixture 
of 250 and 500cc machinery chasing 
Tissen up the hill.

of the way up, a six-rider pile-up 
occurred.

At the flag, 
Tissen did a one-hander over the 
jump and took the win. Miller, then 
Harriott and O'Neal crossed the line 
in second through fourth. Alan Olson, 
on a Yamaha, took fifth. 


250cc classes 

Sunday’s 250cc program started off 
with the Junior class. After a 20- 
minute intermission, the only break 
in the program for the entire week- 
end, the Junior final was started. 
Yamaha PR man Willie Amaradio 
gated well and was the first to the top 
of the start hill. Yamaha rider Bruce 
Quale passed Amaradio in the first 
turn and led for the first circuit. His 
brother Steve Quale was in second for 
a few moments until going over the 
bars after a little side-kicker jump. 
Mark Sirote inherited second at that 
point, followed by Todd Studley and 
Amaradio. Sirote wasted no time in 
moving into the lead, then Studley 
also passed Quale for second. 

Quale began to slow, and a dice 
with Amaradio began. It didn’t last 
for long, however, as he bailed off the 
bike and dropped from the leaders. At 
the finish, Sirote held the lead, fol- 
lowed by Studley, Amaradio, and 
Jim Faulknee. Due to the qualifier 
moto finishes, Studley was awarded 
the win over Sirote in the overall 
standings. Amaradio maintained 
third. 

Greg Fountain led a quick pack of 
250cc Intermediates from the start, 
but quickly crashed himself out of 
contention on the rough, rutted 
course. At that, Todd Gibboney, who 
was running second, began to pull 
out a lengthy lead over a pack of rid- 
ers consisting of Jim Spotts, Darren 
Sykes, Ray Groom, and Tim Hanna. 
Cam Johnson was running in sixth. 
Spotts started to close, and was soon 
challenging Gibboney for first. Near 
the halfway mark, in the back section 
of the course, Spotts moved his Suzuki

past. On the same lap, Groom dropped 
back to eighth, where he finished. 

Spotts had a seven-second lead at 

the chekcered flag, while Gibboney 
helda 14-second advantage over third- 
place Sykes. Johnson and Jeff Seagle 
rounded the top five positions. 
. The last race of the gigantic Mam- 
moth Mountain weekend was that of 
the 250cc Pros. The track was in 
excellent condition, dust-wise, as it 
had been for all the races. Mammoth 
incorporates a built-in watering sys- 
tem that uses fire hoses to do the 
watering. It can be done while the 
race is in progress, so there is no 
down-time in the program. 

Gary Denton, as usual, nabbed the 
holeshot, but was instantly displaced 
by Mike Larson and “Lusty Louie” 
Franco. Ellis was fourth on his Suzuki, 
and riding hard, especially after the 
luck in the 125cc portion the day 
before. Alan Berluti was also in the 
front runners. Brooks was in sixth, 
then moved by Berluti and Ellis to 
challenge Franco. Denton had 
dropped way back, out of the top 10. 
Coming past the mechanics’ area 
into a right-hander, Brooks ducked 
to miss another rider’s pitboard, and 
crashed, sending riders scattering to 
miss him. Just when the confusion 
appeared to be over, Tracey Oswell 
plowed into the back of Brooks’ Hon- 
da, knocking him down again. Brooks 
remounted and began to ride wildly, 
trying to regain the spots lost. He 
moved back into eighth by the check- 
ered. 

Up front, Larson had a large lead, 
but Ellis was attempting to do some- 
thing about that. Franco was still 
running third, the best ride of his 
career. Manning pulled into fourth, 
with Tyson Vohland in fifth just 
before the weekend’s big money win- 
ner, Bowman. Phil Larson trailed in 
seventh. Just beyond the 10-minute 
point in the race, Franco crashed and 
was taken to the hospital with a 
broken ankle. A wild, four-way battle 
for third was staged, and Bowman 
came out on top, after passing Phil 
Larson, then Manning. 

Ellis closed the seven-second gap 
of Mike Larson, and poured on the 
gas. His stock Suzuki that he bor- 
rowed for the race out-motored Lar- 
son on the long uphill to take over. 
When he passed, Ellis was bouncing

Larson was being 
plagued with a flat tire, losing valu- 
able time. e

World Champion: 


The Fast Freddie Story 


By John Ulrich 


Fast Freddie Spencer won his World Championship the hard way, by beating 
Kenny Roberts wheel-to-wheel. Now he’s behind in points and struggling to 
defend his title against Steady Eddie Lawson’s relentless gathering of points. If 
mechanical troubles and crashes didn’t count, Freddie Spencer might have been 
on the brink of capturing as many World Championships as he wanted. But 
crashes and broken parts do count, and Freddie's had both. What happens now is 
anybody’s guess. In the meantime, this is Freddie Spencer's story...Editor. 


Name the world’s greatest road racers, and 
you’ve got to include Freddie, the 23-year- 
old good Christian boy from Shreveport, 
Louisiana, U.S.A., deep in the American 


South. 

He’s been around a long time. 
1982 was his first season of 
Grand Prix competition. He 
burst onto the World Championship 
scene, finishing third in the first race, 
his debut for Honda, riding a motor- 
cycle much slower than those of his 
competitors. He did whatever he had 
to do to stay with Kenny Roberts and 
Barry Sheene in that race, and if that 
meant using the grass next to the 
track, or bumping into one or both of 
the former World Champions, or 
stuffing a wheel impolitely here or 
there, then so be it. 

By year’s end he had won two 
Grands Prix and gave Honda its first 
taste of recent Grand Prix victory. In 
1983 Spencer won the 500cc World 





Championship, beating Kenny 
Roberts. 


A startling performance from a new- 
comer? No. A display of talent froma 
seasoned racer — a veteran with, 
depending upon whose press release 
you believe, 15 or 17 years experience 
racing motorcycles of one sort or 
another, years of traveling to one race 
track after another, with bike after 
bike, weekend after weekend, and 
racing, racing, racing. 

Many believe Spencer is capable of 
winning the World Championship 
as many times as he wants it. Perhaps 
a pressure-laden position for a young 
man of 23? Perhaps. But not that 
you'd know it. Ask Freddie Spencer 
for an autograph and he signs, smil- 
ing, thanking you for your trouble. A 
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quote for your magazine or news- 
paper? “Certainly. My pleasure. Any- 
thing you want to know, thanks, 
happy to help.” 

That’s not the way Roberts or Eddie 
Lawson started out. But Freddie? Go 
back as far as you can in Freddie 
Spencer’s personal racing history, and 
as far as you can find, Freddie's 
always answered questions with a 
smile, spoken politely, dished up his 
aw-shucks-it-wasn’t-nothing shy 
Christian boy behavior. 

He’s been oh-so-happy to finish 
third and it’s a shame the bike wasn't 
workin’ just right but those other fel- 
lows did ride very well; oh-so-happy 
to be second and there was a bit of tire 
trouble but it wasn’t nothing’ really 
and that winner sure does ride hard; 
and oh-so-happy to win and we sure 
did try our hardest and we're real 
appreciative that all the fans came 
out to see us, yes sir. 

Freddie Spencer is a complex per- 
son, a brilliant racer, a special man. 
What follows are scenes from his rac- 
ing life, as seen or lived by people 
around him. 


In 1977, when Freddie was 15, the 
Western/Eastern Roadracers Associa- 
tion (WERA) held an invitational 
race attended by many well-known 
U.S. riders and a talented. club racer 
named Freddie Spencer. It rained, 
and Freddie, riding a modified 
Yamaha RD400, turned faster lap 
times on street tires than did any of 























the well-known racers on TZ750s and 
TZ250s. 

Before the year was out, young 
Freddie had won five WERA class 
championships and was the overall 
WERA Champion. WERA press re- 
leases quickly declared that Spencer 
was the next great American road 
racer. At the time, most reporters — 
especially me — covering AMA road 
races thought the WERA’s claims to 
be exaggerated and Freddie Spencer 
to be overrated — which just shows 
how much reporters really know! 


Freddie turned 16 and got his AMA 
professional Novice license, and went 
racing in 1978. He was sponsored by 
Gary Howard, not the same Gary 
Howard who manages Kenny Roberts, 
Eddie Lawson, et. al. these days, but 
another one, from Texas. 


Under the Howard Racing banner, 
young Freddie headed for Daytona. 
Howard Racing had a display booth 
at a motorcycle dealer show held near 
the racetrack, and a group of Califor- 
nians approached the men manning 
the booth and proceeded to tell them 
— on the night before the Novice race 
— that Californian John Glover 
would annihilate Freddie Spencer 
and show that all good road racers 
come from California. The men in 
the Howard Racing booth just smiled. 

The next day, Freddie won the 
Novice race and John Glover failed 
to finish, parked with mechanical 
trouble after never getting near

Spencer. For six years no one has 
admitted being in that group of fool- 
ish Californians who predicted 
Spencer’s defeat, and I’m not about to 
admit it now. 

Spencer went on in 1978 to win two 
more Novice races on a TZ250 and to 
lead a third — for the first time riding 
for Erv Kanemoto — until the springs 
securing an exhaust head pipe broke. 
After pulling into the pits, Spencer 
walked slowly to the motor home his 
parents had driven 2000 miles from 
Louisiana. 

When a reporter asked him what 
happened, Spencer paused, shrugged 
his shoulders and explained the prob- 
lem, said he hoped things went better 
next time, and politely waited for the 
reporter to ask more questions. When 
the reporter was finished, Freddie 
excused himself and went in to see his 


parents. 

“Its a terrible shame,” his father 
told one reporter later. “He tries so 
hard and he feels so bad when he 
doesn’t win, like he let everybody 
down. But that’s racing.” 

















Any doubts that Freddie’s results 
would be different when he gradu- 
ated to the Expert class were put to 
rest at Daytona in 1979. Skip Aksland 
won the race, which was decided by a 
chance encounter with six slower, 
lapped riders on the last lap. Second? 
Freddie Spencer on his TZ250. And 
behind him? Just some other 250cc 
guys...Randy Mamola, Anton Mang, 
Eddie Lawson. “It was just one of 
those things,” said Spencer. “By the 
time I was past (the last lapped rider) 
and in Skip’s draft, it was too late.” 
Freddie was 17. 

Late in the year, Kawasaki hired 
Freddie to ride a Superbike in the 
hopes he could head off the drive by 
Wes Cooley and Suzuki, who were 
poised to take the championship out 
of Kawasaki’s hands. 

Spencer had never ridden the Kawa- 
saki Superbike before the race at 
Sears Point, which he won easily, 
beating Ron Pierce, Cooley, Rich

One of the riders Freddie beat in 
those two races was Steve McLaugh- 
lin, a rider of known ability, with 
Superbike wins to his credit, but 
more than that, a hustler. McLaughlin 
was always showing up at races with 
the best privateer equipment spon- 
sored by. some jean manufacturer or 
chemical company, and, at the time, 
that was unheard of in U.S. racing. 

Between the end of the 1979 racing 
season and the start of the 1980 racing 
season, McLaughlin put together his 
greatest deal ever. Honda was going 
Superbike racing, and McLaughlin 
landed the job of road racing team 
manager — as well as rider. He 
quickly hired Ron Pierce to help 
develop motorcycles capable of win- 
ning, and convinced Freddie to join 
the team. 

Freddie was, at first, undecided, 
considering an offer from Kawasaki. 
McLaughlin says he sat down at a 
table with Freddie and said ‘Look. 
I’ve been with Kawasaki, and I can 
introduce you to one guy who’s crazy 
in Idaho, and another guy who could 
have been a great baseball player but 
whose fingers are all ground off (from 
riding and crashing Kawasakis). Rid- 
ing for Kawasaki can be hazardous to 
your heath, and Honda has all this 
money.” 


McLaughlin and Honda brought 
the biggest budget in history to U.S. 
racing, and Freddie signed. With a 
large salary and liberal bonuses, 
sources say 18-year-old Freddie 
brought home more than $125,000 
from Honda in 1980, without winning 
the championship. 

Freddie’s contract allowed him to 
ride a streamlined TZ750 built by Erv 
Kanemoto in Formula One races, 
since Honda didn’t have a bike for 
that class. 

Freddie was leading the Daytona 
200 by more than a minute on the 
38th of 52 laps. He had qualified 
second fastest, behind Kenny Roberts, 
and had taken the lead on the second 
lap when Roberts retired with the 











mechanical problems. Spencer at- 
tacked the course, sliding through 
the corners, the rear end of his TZ750 
hanging out like a speedway bike, the 
rear tire spinning, flashing past the 
finish line lap after lap, each time 
collecting $30 for leading the lap. 


Then the bike broke. Freddie walked 
away from the side of the track, dis- 
appointed, but politely answering 
questions all the same. The words 
were different, but the meaning the 
same — that’s racing, and it’s a 
shame. At least Freddie had finished 
second in the Superbike race on his 
Honda, and “that fellow Graeme 
Crosby sure rode hard to win that 
one.”

Freddie and his father were widely 
quoted in the press, bravely dealing 
with the terrible disappointment. It 
was, one rider remarked later, as if 
Freddie and his father had gone to 
some kind of school and taken some 
sort of course on how to behave in 
front of the press, what to say, and 
how to win the hearts of reporters, 
how to make sure that everything 
written about you made you out to be 
a good, kind, sweet, sincere young 
Christian man from Louisiana. 

McLaughlin’s dual-purpose career 
as Honda rider and race manager 
ended early in 1980. Freddie’s bike 
threw a connecting rod through the 
engine cases on the banking at Char- 














lotte Motor Speedway, and it was 
instantly apparent what kind of re- 
flexes young Freddie had. 

When Freddie’s bike’s rear tire hit 
the debris and oil at top speed, it slid 
sideways and there Freddie was, full- 
lock with the rear wheel about to pass 
the front. 

The normal thing to happen in 
such an instance is for the motorcycle 
to highside the rider into the pave- 
ment with horrifying results. Ask 
Barry Sheene about his 1975 Daytona 
crash at 170 mph for details. 

But Freddie was already an ab- 
normal rider, and that’s not what 
happened. Instead, young Freddie 
sized up the situation and in the 
blink of an eye decided to bail out. He 
released the handlebars and kicked 
back off the bike a milli-second before 
the motorcycle began tumbling and 
exploding into bits and pieces. 

The crash was so awful-looking 
that McLaughlin, running about 
fourth at the time, stopped to assist 
Freddie, who suffered nothing worse 
than bruised and scraped knees. 

It was never in the press, but it’s 
interesting to note an incident that 
preceeded Freddie’s Charlotte crash. 

It seems that the Honda riders were 
under strict orders never to exceed 
10,000 rpm for any reason. 

Ron Pierce was on the banking at 
Charlotte in practice, running 10,400 
rpm and rolling off the throttle to 
keep from gaining any more engine 
speed. Freddie blasted past at what 
Pierce later estimated to be a speed 15 
mph faster than his own, throttle 
wide open, engine howling. 

Pierce pitted, and walked over to 
Freddie’s bike, only to find that Fred- 
die’s machine had lower gearing than 
his own. 

“You must have been making that 
bike scream!” Pierce said to Freddie. 

“Oh, no,” said Freddie. “I was at 
10,000 rpm, just like they told us.” @

10,000 MILES ON A 
TOURING CLASSIC

“Welcome to California” read the sign, and 
the one just beneath it proclaimed that I was 
about to enter the city limits of Blythe. The 
day had started in Albuquerque, New Mex- 


ico, and if I continued at the 
present pace, would end in a 
warm bed just south of Los 
Angeles — still some 250 miles 
to the west. Underneath me was Hon- 
da’s latest version of the venerable 
Gold Wing: a machine which had 
hummed without complaint 
throughout the trip. I squinted into 
the sunset, with my mind filled with 
the idle thoughts that accompany a 
long touring day... when I was jarred 
back to reality by a bright red light in 
the rear view mirrors. My helmet was 
off and on the handlebars as I looked 
down to see a pair of polished black 
boots march up alongside the big 
Honda. 

The officer glared at me from be- 
hind mirrored sunglasses while re- 
moving his gloves one finger at a 
time. I was doomed. 

“Well,” he gruffly announced while 
studying the motorcycle, ‘‘tell me 
about the bike!” What? Huh? My 
mind raced while I tried to under- 
stand his question. Aha! Of course: a 
test bike, with no license plate. I dug 
the registration out of the glove box 
and passed the packet of papers to the 
officer. 

“The bike actually belongs to Hon- 
da — I’m just testing it. Here’s my 
business card.” He shuffled through 
the documents for a moment, and 
passed them back to me. A smile 
broke across his face. 

“The registration’s fine. But I want 





to know about the bike. Just bought 
one... it’s still on order. You know, 
what’s it like to ride?” 

Well, during the next hour or so we 
had a chat about the various changes 
to this newest Wing, talked about 
motorcycles in general, the 55 mph 
speed limit, and what it was like to 
patrol this desolate stretch of desert. 
And for the first time in my life I was 
able to say “goodbye” to a police 
officer without having to sign one of 
his wretched pink forms. 

Prior to its October, 1983 introduc- 
tion there was considerable specula- 
tion as to just what Honda’s latest 
touring motorcycle would be. Ru- 
mors were rampant that the newest 
Wing might sporta laterally-mounted 
V-6 engine as a replacement to the 
sturdy flat four. Further speculation 
involved features such as an auto- 
matic transmission, double overhead 
cams operating four-valve combustion 
chambers, radial tires... not to men- 
tion various bits of electronic hard- 
ware that would stir waves of jeal- 
ousy with NASA personnel. 

This speculation ceased on that 
October morning when the 1984 Gold 
Wing was finally wheeled before the 
motorcycle press at Willow Springs 
Raceway. It was suddenly clear that 
this was not to be the year for a com- 
plete rethink of the design. Rather, 
this latest King-of-Wings proved to 
be an evolutionary step: a conserva- 
tive, second-generation Wing. A Gold 
Wing with an unmistakable family 





resemblance. 

The engine heads the list of changes 
for this latest Wing: all new from the 
crankshaft out. The layout is still the 
familiar liquid-cooled flat four, with 
a five-speed transmission powering 
the rear wheel via shaft drive. Dis- 
placement is up from 1085cc to 1182cc, 
primarily due to increased stroke: 
lengthened from 61.4mm to 66mm. 
Anticipating the increased power and 
torque from the new engine, rod 
journals were increased in diameter 
from 48mm to 52mm — a substan- 
tially beefier design. 

Piston diameter has been increased 
a mere 4mm, from 75mm to 75.5mm, 
but the news is the redesigned piston 
crown. These new pistons team up 
witha revised contour to the cylinder 
heads to provide a more squish and 
more charge turbulence in the com- 
bustion chamber. Which brings us to 
the cylinder head: where the most 
interesting and useful evolution of 
this new powerplant has taken place. 

In spite of the increased displace- 
ment, the intake valves of the ‘84 
Wing have actually decreased in size 
from engines of previous years. Why 
the smaller valves on a bigger engine? 
Honda has observed that Gold Wing 
owners were typically (ahem) less 
than conscientious about keeping the 
engine revving within its powerband. 
In simple terms, most Wing engines 
were lugged rather than downshifted. 
Smaller intake valves result in a higher 
intake port velocity at low revs, and 
therefore provide superior combus- 
tion when a lugging engine is merci- 
lessly subjected to full throttle. 

But smaller valves also mean less 
intake flow at the higher revs, which 
cuts down on peak power. To com- 
pensate for this, Honda went to 








slightly wilder cam timing to pep up 
performance on the top end. 

The net result of the increased dis- 
placement, smaller valves and the 
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changes to the cam timing is an, 


engine which produces just slightly 
more power than last year’s Wing. 
The difference is that low-rpm torque 
has been increased a whopping 30%. 
Atany engine speed above 2,000 rpm, 
a twist of the throttle will make the 
bike surge forward. 

To top off this combustion pack- 
age is a newly designed electronic 
ignition. As before, both the spark 
triggering and advance circuits are 
electronic. For the ‘84 Wing, an elec- 
tronic vacuum sensor located in the 
intake manifold retards the timing if 
the throttle is whacked open while 
the engine is under load. Sort of a 
high-technology version of vacuum 
advance. This circuit engages only 
with the transmission in the fourth 
and overdrive gears — to prevent 
surging that might occur when accel- 
erating in the lower gears. For the 
two top gears, the results are unmis- 
takable. Downshifting almost be- 
comes optional, and passing trucks 
on the Interstate becomes a matter of 
simply dialing on more throttle. 

As for the potential Wing owner, 
the most financially rewarding fea- 
ture of the new engine has to do with 
decreased maintenance: the 1984 Gold 
Wing features hydraulically self-ad- 
justing valves. The new system is 
similar to the one pioneered on Hon- 
da’s Shadow, and keeps the valves in 
tune by means of a series of small 
hydraulic capsules. Each capsule is 
attached to an eccentric rocker shaft, 
and can rotate that shaft when expan- 
ded. The rocker shaft is designed so 
that as it rotates, the pivot point of

the rocker arm changes — and can 
thereby adjust the slack in the valve 
clearance. 

In operation, when an intake or 
exhaust valve is at rest, engine oil 
pressure expands the hydraulic cap- 
sule to take up valve clearance. As the 
camshaft opens the valve, a ball- 
check valve locks the capsule in posi- 
tion for the duration of the cam lobe. 
When the lobe has passed and the 
valve is again seated, the capsule is 
again energized to hold the rocker 
shaft in position for zero valve clear- 
ance. 

The obvious advantage of this new 
system is reduced maintenance. Gold 
Wings, with their exposed cylinder 
heads, were never difficult to service 
— but valve adjustment is now a 
thing of the past. In addition, the 
valves are always held at zero clear- 
ance whether the engine is hot or 
cold. Smoother and quieter opera- 
tion are the benefits, since the engine 
maintains “just tuned” clearances. 

For carburetion, Honda borrowed 
heavily from the technology deve- 
loped for their V-4 series of engines. 
Four constant-velocity carburetors are 
fed by a new electric fuel pump, and 
‘are angled for a smooth intake flow. 
These carbs feature lightweight slides, 
which are quicker to respond to throt- 
tle changes. For the CV diaphragms a 
new elastomer is employed, en- 
‘gineered to be extremely light and 
flexible. The combination of these 
two changes does indeed result in 
lightning-fast throttle response. In 
fact, carburetion was improved to the 
‘point that Honda was able to remove 
‘the accelerator pumps — though 
you'd never know it to blip the throt- 
tle. Lack of the accelerator pumps 
means marginally better gas mileage, 
as well as lower overall emissions. 








As you would expect, this larger 
and more powerful engine requires a 
revised cooling system. Gone is the 
three-row radiator, surprisingly re- 
placed by a two-row unit with dif- 
ferently-angled cooling fins. Also sur- 
prising is that Honda has stayed with 
brass for the radiator body, rather 
than opting for the lighter and more 
thermally-efficient aluminum em- 
ployed by other manufacturers. In 
spite of having lost one row of cool- 
ant tubing, the new Gold Wing radia- 
tor is more thermally efficient and 
offers improved cooling — due entire- 
ly to improved air circulation within 
the radiator. ; 

Looking downstream from the en- 
gine, power is transmitted through a 
hydraulically-actuated wet clutch, 
which sports one more clutch plate 
than last year’s Wing. Gone are wor- 
ries of clutch cable maintenance, as 
well as any thought of adjusting the 
clutch. The hydraulic system offers 
improved leverage, and can take ad- 
vantage of strong clutch springs with- 
out penalty of stiffer clutch action. 

Also revised is the auxiliary shaft 
damper. In years past, this damper 
was a traditional “rubber biscuit” 
designed to protect delicate parts from 
driveline shocks. The rubber unit 
worked fine, but would occasionally 
cause an ugly “graunching” sound 
when pulling away from a stop. The 
redesigned damper does away with the 
rubber component altogether, replac- 
ing it with a sturdy coil spring mech- 
anism. This improved damper also 
sports a centrifugally-activated clutch 
which locks it solid below 3,000 rpm 
— which positively eliminates the 
old start-up graunch. 

Driven off the end of this damper is 
a revised three-phase generator: upped 
in output from 300 watts to a lofty

360 watts at 5,000 rpm. Drawing on 
the bitter experience of a competing 
manufacturer — Yamaha Venture 
alternators intitially overheated — 
this new unit is cooled by engine oil 
“just in case.” 

Changes to the engine and its peri- 
pherals would be enough to justly 
label the 1984 Gold Wing as “all 
new.” However, (and not too surpris- 
ingly) the boys at Honda R&D took 
the opportunity to update the frame, 
suspension, fairing and bodywork of 
the Wing to compliment the new 
powerplant. 

First off, the position of the engine 
has been moved forward 65mm and 
up 3°. The most noticeable effect of 
this is more clearance between the 
rider’s shins and the cylinders — a 
welcomed improvement. In addition, 
the upward cant to the engine means 
more cornering clearance. The Gold 
Wing was never intended to be a 
sporty bike, but this latest incarna- 
tion of the beast is much less prone to 
scrape things when cornering. It’s 
possible to drag bits of the undercar- 
riage during an all-out canyon blitz 
— especially packing double — but 
in normal use no metal hits the 
pavement. Very impressive for a-full- 





boat touring bike. 

The forward placement of the en- 
gine meant a greater forward weight 
bias, so the front suspension has also 
been revamped. Internally, the forks 
handle this difference with revised 
spring and damping rates. Spring 
rate can be further increased by adding 
a few pounds of air pressure, and as 
in last year’s Wing the minimum air 
pressure is zero psi — so that folks 
who don’t check the pressure as often 
as they should won’t do any damage 
to the suspension bits. 

Externally, the fork tubes are phy- 
sically larger in diameter: upped from 
39mm to 41mm. Honda’s latest TRAC 
anti-dive system is fitted to both fork 
legs, and the front suspension is fin- 
ished off with a fork brace to keep the 
sliders aligned when only one of the 
brake discs is applied. 

AHA! Did someone say something 
about applying just one of the front 
brakes? Yes indeed. For 1984, the 
Gold Wing enters its second year of 
being fitted with automotive-style 
integrated brakes. Tramping down 
on the rear brake lever activates the 
rear brake, as well as the right front 
disc. Braking force is proportioned 
between the front and rear dises via a

complex valve which reacts to brak- 
ing pressure. The left-side front disc 
is still operated by the traditional 
right-side handlebar lever — neces- 
sary for backing down driveways and 
other maneuvers which require a 
hand operated brake. 

To answer the questions of skep- 
tics, Honda’s integrated braking sys- 
tem yields smooth, level and sure 
stops by simply applying the foot 
brake. The heaviest panic braking 
could break the rear wheel loose — 
but then only slightly. Now person- 
ally, I prefer to own a motorcycle 
where I’m in control of the front and 
rear brakes via separate controls. But 
fact is, no matter how hard I tried 
—and I really tried — to confuse the 
system, the integrated brakes on the 
1984 Gold Wing worked flawlessly. 

Why has Honda equipped their 
flagship motorcycle with such a con- 
troversial braking system? If integra- 
ted brakes are so good, then how 
come other Hondas — such as the 
Interceptor series — aren’t equipped 
with them? 

Good questions. Frankly, heavy- 
weight touring is different from other 
kinds of motorcycling. It’s entirely 
possible for a touring cyclist to enter 
an Interstate highway, travel 1,000 
miles stopping only for gas, and use 
his brakes less than 50 times in the 
course of a day. That’s an incredible 
figure... especially considering that a 
Canyon Commando would use his 
brakes as many times in the space of a 
few miles! 

Fact is, most touring riders lack the 
expertise to properly operate their 
brakes. On a motorcycle like the 
Gold Wing, if a rider clumsily locks 
his rear brake during a panic stop, a 
half-ton motorcycle will very quickly 
go horizontal and begin chasing him 
down the pavement. In response to 
this, and without pointing the finger 
of blame, Honda has removed the 
responsibility -of learning . how. to 





properly stop a motorcycle. Since the 
Gold Wing won't be ridden in the 
same manner as an all-out cafe racer, 
integrated brakes can be designed to 
cope with the riding conditions likely 
to be encountered by the bike. 

Integrated brakes for Interceptors? 
For sport bikes? No way. Taking 
every corner at the limits of tire adhe- 
sion demands a fine-tuning of brak- 
ing pressures front-to-rear that only a 
skilled rider can provide. Should a 
Gold Wing owner prefer to control 
both brakes separately, a competent 
mechanic could disarm the integrated 
system with minimal effort and ex- 
pense. 

Moving back from the front sus- 
pension we come to the steering head, 
which supports the triple clamps 
with tapered roller bearings. The 
steering head itself is mounted lower 
than last year’s Wing, a move which 
results in quicker steering. The low- 
ering trick also moved the position of 
the steering head closer to the swing- 
arm pivot. This shorter distance served 
to decrease the leverage for frame 
flexing on this heavyweight motor- 
cycle, and has thereby improved 
the handling. 

At the rear of the frame, the swing- 
arm was also the target of some major 
revisions. The new unit is 55mm 
longer than those of previous Wings, 
and the driveshaft tube is 7.2mm 
larger in diameter for increased 
rigidity. The swingarm is also wider, 
providing an additional 5mm tire 
clearance on each side. The rear sus- 
pension is supported by twin air- 
assisted shocks, rather than a fashion- 
able monoshock suspension. The rea- 
son for this is two-fold: heat and 
clearance. 

Heat is the enemy of shock absor- 
bers: heat generated within the shock 
as well as that from outside sources. 

Within the shock, a heavyweight 
motorcycle places enormous stresses 


on thedamping mechanism — which 
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Home on the Interstate: That’s the Gold Wing, silky-smooth, loaded with 
torque, happy on the long haul. 





generates heat. While a lone mono- 
shock fights to control this weight 
and suspension movement, a dual 
rear shock system distributes the load 
over two units. We're not talking 
about theoretical handling advan- 
tages for a sport bike; we’re talking 
about keeping a heavy motorcycle 
under control. 

Heat is also a factor when it comes 
to the placement of a monoshock. 
Current designs call for placing the 
shock behind the engine, where the 
engine not only heats the shock, but 
guarantees that practically no cool- 
ing air will reach the unit. A mono- 
shock also translates to increased seat 
height, and heavy tourers are much 
more manageable when the seats are 
closer to the ground. : 

Secondly, the Gold Wing series has 
always carried its gas tank under the 
seat: smack dab where a monoshock 
would have to be located. The ‘84 
Wing is no exception, and installa- 
tion of a monoshock would dramati- 
cally reduce fuel supply. Relocating 
the gas tank would mean a higher 
center of gravity — again resulting is 
a less manageable touring bike. 
Everything considered, a traditional 
twin shock rear suspension seems to 
be superior to the trendy monoshocks. 
Superior when applied toa big, heavy 
touring bike, that is. 

As long as all the suspension com- 
ponents had been targeted in the 
revamp of the ‘84 Wing, Honda opted 
to change both the front and rear 
wheels. At the front is a massive 
130/90-16 tire; at the rear an even 
larger 150/90-15 tire. Since the load 
on a motorcycle is supported by the 
volume of air in the tires, these larger 
skins mean increased load capacity 
and cooler tire temperatures. The 
tires are mounted as tubeless, and a 
removable panel over the rear makes 
changing a roadside flat reasonable. 

Now — onto the stuff most impor- 
tant to touring folks: the fairings, 
saddlebags and creature comforts 
which determine whether a long tour- 
ing day will end in comfort or agony. 
All these items have been substan- 
tially changed for the 1984 Wing, and 
virtually all are improved. 

As before, the fairing is constructed 
of injection-molded ABS plastic. The 
shape has been substantially rede- 
signed — with the goal of improved 
rider protection and comfort. The 
rear-view mirrors have been moved 
down into line with the handlebars, 
and now afford a noticeable amount 
of wind protection. The headlight is 
now rectangular, with white parking 
light panels to either side. Curiously, 
this assembly last made its appear- 
ance on the not-so-touring Honda 
Turbo. Overall, the fairing is also 
broader, and its windscreen has 
sprouted. a pair of “wind wings” sat 





the sides for increased wind protec- 
tion at the rider’s arms and shoulders. 
The height of the windscreen is ad- 
justable over a range of 27mm, and 
when properly adjusted will spill air 
smoothly over its top with minimal 
buffeting. 

Integral with the fairing design are 
lowers, which are vented at the sides 
to direct engine heat away from the 
rider’s shins. For whatever reason, 
these vents don’t work: even on cold 
days the heat through the lowers is 
uncomfortable. This is not a minor 
consideration — the thought of this 
set up for a mid-summer desert cross- 
ing is frankly unthinkable. Gold 
Wings have always been bad in this 
respect, but the 1984 version is by far 
the champion of shin-cooking. 

Moving back from the fairing is a 
redesigned seat, adjustable to three 
positions fore-and-aft to suit the rider. 
The new saddle is more lavishly 
padded than the seats of years past, 
but long-day touring comfort of this 
new seat is a debatable issue. I found 
no particular discomfort to this year’s 
saddle — but then there are more 
than a few owners who have replaced 
this seat on Day One. The passenger’s 
backrest has been enlarged for 1984, 
and apparently the accommodations 
to the aft of the Wing are far better 
than those up front. All passengers 
commented favorably on the comfort 
of the newest Wing. 

Undeniably improved for ‘84 is the 
storage space in the saddlebags and 
travel trunk. The trunk now boasts a 
whopping 63-liter capacity, up 18- 
liters from last year’s Wing. Saddle- 
bags are also larger; 38-liters capacity 
each, up from the previous 33-liters. 
Styling aside, touring riders seem to 
agree that the ideal shape for sad- 
dlebags is a large rectangular box... 
exactly the shape of the new Gold 
Wing saddlebags. Soft-luggage “duf- 
flebags” which match the interior 
dimensions are included, and prove 
handy for loading the Wing since the 
saddlebags aren’t detachable. 

The saddlebags also sport a new 
system of weathersealing. In years 
past, the lids had a tendency to pull 
the rubber weatherstripping from the 
edges of the saddlebags, and the lids 
clip down tight into the seals. The 
new design is sturdy and waterproof. 

While the saddlebags and trunk are 
huge on the inside, they’ve been sen- 
sibly styled into the rear of the motor- 
cycle. The new Wing has a clean, 
integrated look: a complete motorcy- 
cle, rather than a cobbled-up night- 
mare of boxes, racks and windshields. 
The saddlebags tuck in tight, and are 
trimmed with a wrap-around light 
bar for the turn signals and side 
marker lights. e

that grouping practice by rider abil- 
ity is a safer procedure than grouping 
by machine size. Faster machines are 
normally only faster on the straights. 
The overtaking rider has responsibil- 
ity not to run over the slower machine 
he is gaining ground on. Passing on 
the straights does not create a diffi- 
cult move for either machine. Real 
speed differences, the dangerous ones, 
are in the turns. Expert riders are 
simply faster and more predictable 
than Novices in the corners. This is 
not to say that Novices aren’t fast, 
just that they are Novices, early in 
their career and low on the learning 
curve. 

Since adopting this practice proce- 
dure, our incident rate in practice has 
been greatly reduced. We had separ- 
ate Novice and Expert races from the 
beginning. Winning Novices deserve 
to take the flag first, not behind some 
Experts where no one notices. Expert 
riders deserve the opportunity to use 
all their talent, without lapping No- 
vices about 1/3 of the way. 

We got this idea from AAMRR. 
They have the best safety record in 
motorcycle racing today. 

The other item of interest was 
regarding the reflective tape for the 
24-hour event at Willow. Half of the 
AMA/CCS Endurance Championship 
rounds go into darkness. At each of 
those races we have reflective mate- 
rial used in several ways. 

There are over 210 marker cones 
with reflective stripes for placement 
around the track. Upon entering a 
corner, the rider will first see a cone 
with white stripes. Further on, the 
stripes are yellow, and then all cones 
through the balance of the corner are 
red striped. 

Every pit steward and at least one 
worker on each corner has a bright 
vest with reflective stripes, and we 
even have flags with reflecting mate- 
rial for the corner stations. Each team 
is offered reflective strips for use on 
their machines, helmets, number 
plates, etc. for safety and ease of 
scoring. 

All of this material, except the 
cones, came from Conspicuity, Inc., a 
Chicago-based firm that specializes 
in making motorcyclists more vis- 
ible. The flags are made of the same 
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thick nylon mesh that the vests are 
made from. 

We feel that the rider pays for this 
type of precaution in his license and 
entry fees. 

Racing organizations interested in 

-night racing safety can count on 
about $75.00 per corner station for 
these flags. Not cheap, but vital. That 
makes them cheap in the long run. 

Many of the problems that the Jon 
Woo Memorial Safety Project works 
on appear expensive, only to short- 
term thinkers. Right now I know of 
over $105,000,000 (that’s right, one 
hundred five million dollars) in suits 
against racing bodies, insurance com- 
panies, and racetracks. Just in motor- 
cycle road racing. Not including the 
pro level. 

The expense to solve the problems 
that are known and solveable is low 

2icompared to the long-term increases 

we will see in insurance, the intangi- 
ble cost of loss of a race track, and of 
course the highest expense of all, the 
preventable loss of human lives.

Ferrell stayed perfect by 
winning event seven with Jim Law- 
son passing Keith Chriscoon lap two 
to win event eight. 

Sandona made it look easy by tak- 


ing -his.second win of the night in. 








event nine which was followed up by 
Ferrell out-maneuvering Woods to 
lay claim to event 10. This event also 
spelled more disaster for Moran as he 
fell and was excluded from the re- 
start. He went down as he was bat- 
tling with Woods and Ferrell for the 
point position. 

Lawson, who seemed to be going 
faster with each ride, raced by Chris- 
tian to win event 11 in convincing 
style. Faria then closed out the third 
round by putting the Budweiser/ 
Shoei/Kal-Gard/STP/Oakley/Ri- 
verside Mitsubishi Weslake back in 
the winner’s column with a narrow 
victory over Chrisco. 

Faria took event 14 over Lawson 
and then came the wild one. Andy 
Northrup, coming in as a reserve, got 
the gate over Moran in event 15. 
Moran momentarily snuck ahead on 
lap three but the unheralded North- 
rup quickly streaked back by. At the 
checkered it was an elated Northrup 
by one length over Moran as the 
crowd gave both riders a standing 
ovation. Ferrell closed out the fourth 
round with another fine win over 
Christian. 

Ferrell came into event 17 with a 
perfect score but he had to face Law- 
son who was hot. If Lawson got the 
gate it would be hard to catch him. 
That’s what happened and it not 
only proved hard it turned out to be 
impossible and Ferrell suffered his 
first setback of the night. Christian 
won event 18, giving him 10 points 
but it proved to be too little as San- 


. dona captured event 19 over Faria to 
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earn his ticket to the main with 11 
points. Moran closed out the preli- 
minaries with a win in event 20, giv- 
ing him 10 points on the evening. 

The main matched top point scor- 
ers Ferrell, Faria, Lawson and San- 
dona. Ferrell, by virtue of scoring the 
most points had his choice of the gate 
positions and took one. It was from 
there that he blazed into the lead over 
Faria, Lawson and Sandona. 

At that point most people thought 
the victory was Ferrell’s but Faria had 
other ideas. Lawson raced by Faria in 
turn two for second with Sandona 
relegating him to last before the end 
of lap one. Sandona seemed ready to 
pass Lawson for second in turn two 
on lap two when Faria blasted by on 
the inside for third. He then charged 
by Lawson as they exited turn four 
and he immediately began to chop 
down Ferrell’s lead. 

Faria continued to close the gap 
until he pulled to the inside and got 
the drive coming out of turn four on 
the last circuit. They flashed across 
the line handlebar to handlebar. The 
crowd went wild as they awaited the 
scorers’ verdict. They gave it a 2-1 
decision to Faria, and Ferrell was 
livid.

Vreeke wins, 
Brubaker breaks 
record at Willow

Jim Vreeke added yet another 
victory to his string of wins in 
the American Road Racing As- 
sociation/Willow Springs 
Superbike Series, making it five in a 
row. Vreeke piloted his Ontario Moto 
Tech/ND/Arai/Dunlop-sponsored 
Kawasaki toa wire-to-wire win, chal- 
lenged only by GPz550-mounted Todd 
Brubaker.

Brubaker came within 
two seconds of catching Vreeke, but 
Vreeke looked back at Brubaker and 
picked up his pace. At the flag, Vreeke 
finished six seconds ahead of Bru- 
baker with the rest of the pack a con- 
siderable distance behind. There was 
one heck of a fight for third between 
Jim Poet, Chris Mencher, and the 
only non-Kawasaki rider of the bunch, 
Honda-mounted Denny ‘‘Freeway” 
Fryer. After a race-long due] Mencher 
took the number-three spot. 

Brubaker won the annual 600cc 
Superstreet Silver Cup race; slickng 
his way through traffic like a New 
York taxi driver. Brubaker took home 
a $3000 bottle of brandy for his efforts. 
“T got a lousy start; the close-ratio 
tranny in my bike takes some getting 
used to,” said Brubaker. “But the 
bike was running good and I was 
running good, so that was that.” 

Brubaker stole the lead in the second 
lap from Hesh Bohrer and was never 
threatened from that point on. Bohrer 
dropped back to battle George Gereau, 
Pete Carroll, Poetand Tony Mathews 
for second, with Gereau taking it. 
Poet, who hasn’t raced much this 
year, had to settle for third ahead of 
Bohrer. 

In the 750cc Box Stock, Marty 











Sharpe defeated rival Chris Crowell 
in a close match that included Kenny 
Kopecky and Nigel Gale. It turned 
into a game of intimidation as they 
raced so closely they frequently 
bumped each other. In the end, Sharpe 
was the victor over Crowell. In the 
last lap, Kopecky lost some time after 
he slid off the track in turn two. He 
dirt-tracked it back to the pavement, 
but could only salvage a fourth behind 
Gale.

Also appearing was 
KTM dealer Jesse Goldberg with a 
couple of his AMA District 36 cross 
country team riders. The day before 
this ride, the Goldberg gang rode 277 
miles cross-country from Gardnerville 
to Tonopah for the start. No sissy 
bike transporters for those guys! 
Goldberg himself was wringing outa 
prototype ATK featuring a 600cc Ro- 
tax and single shock on one side of 
the swing arm. An awesome machine! 

And then there was the youngest 
T-VC participant ever: 10-year-old 
Nicky Prater who not only finished 
but raised $550 in pledges as well.

Picketť’s charge 
smokes Sun 
Valley GP

HAILEY, ID, JUNE 23-24 
Hanging within a minute of 
early leader Dan Lees and 
third-lap front runners Lance 
Moorewood and Joel Rucker, 
Howard Pickett (Yam) flew into first 
position when it counted — on the 
fourth and final lap — to win the 
third annual Sun Valley Grand Prix. 

Pickett, aboard a highly tuned Ya- 
maha YZ250 lacked neither power 
nor stamina as he headed out for the 
last 25-mile loop with a scant 10 
seconds separating him from Honda 
riders Moorewood and Rucker. Pic- 
kett left Moorewood behind when he 
suffered mechanical ailments, and 
closed on Ruker when the course 
tightened in the mountains. Having 
lost his rear brake, Rucker couldn’t 
hold off Pickett’s determined charge 
and wound upabouta minute behind 
at the finish. 

Winner of another 100-miler in 
this year’s Southern Idaho Desert Ser- 
ies, Pickett is no stranger to the vic- 
tory circle. His skill was negated, 
however, at the recent Mile High 
Enduro when dreaded ‘‘Flatitis’’ 
struck. 

No flats for Howard at Sun Valley 
though, and the 24-year-old flash 
from Caldwell, Idaho just cooked. 
Much to the amusement of spectators 
clustered around a popular water 
crossing when Pickett came through 
wide open, on the rear wheel and car- 
ried the wheelie for a good 30 yards 
down the trail on lap number three. 

Dan Lees (490 Yam) did get a flat 
— on the first lap — and it probably 
cost him the overall. Lees’ front tire 
went away no more than 10 miles out 
of the start and, to his credit, he held 
the lead with determination and skill 
until the end of lap number two. An 
already-mounted wheel, a dynamite 
pit crew and a fresh tank of gas were 
combined to get Dan back into the 
race with only a few minutes lost. It 
was more than he could make up 
though and, as he headed out for the 
final lap, the Open class winner was 
a half minute behind the charging 
250s and Curt Harpham on a 500 
Husky. 





Lees closed on Harpham and the 


© Open class was finally decided within 


the last couple of miles of racing: 
Lees had a scant four seconds on 
Harpham and the pair wound up 
third and fourth overall. 

With good marking, splendid coor- 
dination and an abundance of road 
guards and sweepers, promoters and 
Dirt, Inc. did an excellent job — Ida- 
ho’s premier desert race was truly a 
class event. 

Famed Utah sagebrush crasher 
Preston Gerber (KTM) told Dirt, Inc. 
honcho Ron Dillon that this was, 
“the best race I have ever seen.” No 
small compliment coming from a 
man with Preston’s background. The 
Gerber family was well represented 
with son Brandon scooping up the 
Mini Novice win in Saturday’s small 
bike test. Gerber’s brother Allan and 
eldest son Shawn also competed for 
the Lehi, Utah-based family act and 
recorded good finishes, as did Pres- 
ton, who doesn’t appear to have 
slowed down much from his glory 
days of the ‘70s. (Complete results are 
forthcoming as soon as Hewlett-Pack- 
ard gets the floppy disk into a com- 
puter which didn’t get Pepsi spilled 
on its keyboard). 

There were, of course, the usual 
tales of woe (and heroics) one might ` 
expect in a 100-miler. Senior Ama- 
teur Arnie Gonzales (Hus) was the 
very last man off the pavement and 
onto the course from his 29th row 
start. Arnie made a lap-and-a-half 
before succumbing to dust, fatigue 
and a doughy motor. Gonzales’ rid- 
ing partner, Kevin Newton, (Hus) 
fared much better and put in his best 
ride of the year for a good finish and 
(official results pending) a Senior 
Amateur trophy. 

Another man with a last-row start 
was Dave ‘“‘Out-Of-Retirement” New- 
ell who showed up with a borrowed 
175 Husky to smoke his class (unoffi- 
cially) and a top 20 finish... only 31 
adjusted seconds behind Howard Pic- 
kett. Dave’s ride was extra amazing as 
he blew teeth off his rear sprocket and 
continued to cook! 

Of the 277 big bikes which raced 
Sunday’s GP, a total of 298 finished. 
Winner of the 1982 and ‘83 SVGP, 
Bill Dowers (Hus) of Madras, Oregon, 
just “had an off day” this year and 
held on through the dusty road sec- 
tions to garner a top 20 finish. 

Pickett scarfed up a tidy $350 for 
his efforts, not to mention a $175 
silver cup and sundry contingency 
prizes. Lubradyne, KTM, Scott and 
Rocky pitched in bucks and goodies, 
as did event sponsors Coors, Atlas 
Racing Products and Sun Valley Cor- 
poration.

World Championship 500cc MX Series: 


Round 9 


Jobe outfoxes Malherbe 


in Canada

CHATSWORTH, ONTARIO, CANADA, JULY 1 

Reigning 250cc World Champion Georges 
Jobe, now competing in the 500cc class 
aboard a Kawasaki SR500, outwitted and 
outran fellow Belgian Andre Malherbe to 


win both motos of the Cana- 
dian 500cc Grand Prix MX by 
relatively slight margins. Jobe, 
a double title-holder himself, 
took command within two laps of the 


drop of the gate in both motos and 
never lost the lead despite constant 
pressure from Malherbe, a Honda 
factory rider, double 500cc World 
Champion, and series point leader 
going into this round. 

Four laps into the first moto, and 
within two laps in the next, Mal- 
herbe joined Jobe in front; the pair 
engaging in race-long nerve and en- 
durance contests. Twice Malherbe 
ran a very close second, with Jobe 
always in his sights. Twice Malherbe 
closed in on the Kawasaki rider in the 
last two laps and came within a bike- 
length of Jobe, making his move on 
the same part of the 2.0-kilometer 
Moto Park track and failed: “That’s 
just it,” Malherbe said. “I waited, 
tried to pass him there, and didn’t 
make it. I’m very happy with second 
place points anyway.” 

Jobe, understandably pleased with 
his performance — the best he has turned 
in since his strong early season thrust 
— said, “I was controlling the race in 
both motos, riding very easily, always 
with some speed in reserve. When 
Malherbe got closer, I knew and 
picked up the pace and managed to 
make him tire. Now if I can have 
some luck in the last three rounds, 
everything will go fine.” 





The young Belgian, usually very 
reserved, crossed the finish line in the 
last moto with both arms waving, got 
off his water-cooled Kawasaki and 
limped back to the pits. “I twisted my 
right foot three laps before the end,” 
said Jobe, “and it hurts pretty badly 
since it is the same side I injured ear- 
lier this year.” After that incident, 
Jobe had to ride with a cast on his 
foot because of badly torn ligaments. 

On the other hand, Lady Luck was 
definitely not kind to Team Honda. 
Both Eric Geboers and Dave Thorpe 
had to drop out of the first moto 
within minutes of the start, the two 
works Hondas falling prey to gear- 
box failure. Geboers was leading at 
the time, after the first of two hole- 
shots, and saw his RC500 stall and 
after a long stop rejoined the race 
“riding around in fourth gear.” 

The North American GP tour ended 
in heartbreaking fashion for Dave 
Thorpe, the 21-year-old British hope- 
ful, former series leader and only 
non-Belgian still in contention for 
the 500cc crown. After qualifying 
first, with a time almost three seconds 
quicker than Geboers, Jobe or Mal- 
herbe, Thorpe dropped outa half lap 
into the first moto with a broken 
gearbox. Then, on lap two of the 
second moto while running fifth, he 
fell hard and was sent to the hospital 
with possible injury to his right wrist. 

Canadian Champion Ross Peder- 
son, who turned in impressive rides 
in last year’s U.S. and Canadian 





250cc GPs, gave his fans more than 
their money's worth with excellent 
finishes in both motos, riding a pro- 
duction Suzuki RM500 against the 
world’s best factory iron and riding 
talent. At one point, halfway into the 
third lap of the opening moto, Peder- 
son passed Malherbe for second place 
after starting seventh. Malherbe took 
a lap to get by Pederson again, while 
the retaining bolt on the left side 
number plate and silencer on Peder- 
son’s Suzuki broke off, making him 
an easier target for works Honda 
rider Andre Vromans. Pederson fin- 
ished fourth. 


At the start of the second moto it 
was Geboers, with a new engine in 
the frame of his Honda, putting his 
power-to-weight advantage to good 
use with a second holeshot. Jobe was 
close behind and got by on the second 
lap. Malherbe also passed Vromans 
and then Geboers a half lap later for 
second behind Jobe. 


Lap five saw Vromans get the best 
of Geboers and joined Jobe and Mal- 
herbe to form a runaway trio. Mar- 
gins were held more or less constant 
between the top-runners after Peder- 
son passed Finnish rider Jukka Sin- 
tonen for fifth on lap four. They ran 
this way until the closing lap, when 
both Malherbe and Geboers made 
their moves on Jobe and Vromans, 
respectively, and both lost their duels. 
Geboers overshot the last corner, but 
still managed to cross the line in 
front of Pederson. e
